TALK PURE BUNK, 


DECLARES PLAYER 


Comptroller Says He Will Never 
Agree to Reducing Mill 
Tax One Iota. © 


PUBLIC HEARINGS PLANNED | 


Aldermanic Committee Will Give 
Citizens Chance to Debate the 
Company’s Propositions. 


Comptroller Player, commenting to- 
Gay upon the United Railways’ “‘com- 
promise” proposition, which was sub- 
mitted yesterday to the city, declared 
that the company’s talk of a likely re- 
ceivership is “pure, unadulterated 
bunk.” He added that if the city, 
by abolishing the mill tax, permits 
the company to earn dividends on 
$60,006,000 of water in its capitaliza- 
tion, the return to the city ought to 
‘be very much greater than anything 
the United Railwzys now offers. 

“Bo many demands are being made 
on the revenue of the city that we 
should not think of relinquishing the 
mill tax, or reducing it one liota,’’ the 
Comptroller continued. “But I am dis- 
posed to be liberal in regard to the 
franchises. 

“The city could well afford to with- 
draw its opposition to their extension 
to 188, but always on condition that 
new mileage and better service be 
guaranteed fin return. 

“In any event, no move. should be 
rnade until the city makes a survey of 
the books and accounts of the United 
Kailways to determine just how anJ 
when its money has been spent. The law 
gives’ us authority to do this, and it 
ougnt to precede the consideration of 
any compromise. 

“T am glad to concur In the extension 
of time of payment of the accrued mi‘: 
tax for two or three year's, but not any 
longer. 

“Their talk of a receivership is pure, 
unadulterated bunk. A receivership is 
not necessary and won't happen unless 
the officials of the SOmpAny fail in their 


duty to the Svewe eng, ie 
Alderman Barney Schwartz, who 


was appointed secretary of the Confer- 
ence Committee, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he took the view 
that the city’s acceptance of the United 
Railways’ ‘‘compromise” proposition 
would be worth millions to the company 
and would have the effect of capitaliz- 
ing the ‘‘water’’ in the present stocks 
and be tantamount to a gift to the com- 
pany. 

He declared that as a preliminary 
to ite proposals the United Railways 
should have “squeezed out” millions 
ot water from its capitalization. In 
this regard he recalled that four 
years ago, the City Public Service 
Commission, since superseded in au- 
thority by the State Public Service 
Commission, investigated the United 
Railways’ purported capitalization of 
$104,000,000, and found that of this 
amount $60,000,000 was “watered 
stock.” 

Saggests Stock Pian. 

“It is contended by United Railways 
officials, as an argument in favor of 
the compromise, that its stocks 
are now and have been for a long timy 
practically valueless,"’ Alderman 
Schwartz asserted. ‘If that be true, the 
company could well afford to float an- 
other issue, which could be exchanged 
for the present shares on the basis of 
one of the new for two or three of the 


old. 

“This would put the loss, if any, 
the owners of the present shares, in- 
stead of on the public of St. Louis. Per. 
sonally, I don’t believe that this would 
amount to a loss to the present stock- 
holders, because if the compromise were 
effected, the new shares would appre-

_ clate in proportion as the company's 
~~ finances were strengthened.” 


Mayor Kiel has announced that he 
will not express an opinion unti! after 
public hearings, at which he will pre- 
side, are held. There is an impression 
at the city hall that he favors a reduc- 
tion of the rate of the mill tax and an 
adjustment of the controversy as to the 
term of the franchises. 

Public hearings will be held by the 
Public Utilities Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen to obtain from citizens a 
public expression of their views on the 
“compromise” proposition of the United 
Ra'lwaye. 

The United Railways’ proposition. 
briefly, is that it will pay the mill tax 
up to the end of this year, in annual in 
staliments later to be agreed upon, pro- 
vided the cit) will adjust future pay 
ments of the mill to a basis con- 
ey eved equitable by the railways com- 
pany, and also withdraw al! attacks 
upon validity of underlying franchises. 
thereby confirming for 32 years more th- 
frenchiver of all the lines now oper- 
ated by the United Railways. 

‘The conference yesterday, at which 
the United Railways submitted its prop- 
Osition, was held at the suggestion of 
the company.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—William § R. 
Willcox, chairman of the Republican 
National Commlttee, last night issued 
the following statement: 

“Having conferred by telephone during 
the day and late this afternoon with 
the Republican State Committee and the 
Republican National Committeeman In 
California, I am informed that the of- 
ficial canvass of the vote has been so 
nearly completed that no change will 
result from the few precincts not count- 
ed in the returns thus far compiled. 

“This means that the majority for the 
Wilson electors in California ranges 
from about 1200 to 3800 votes, and that 
this is the final result of the canvass for 
which we have been waiting. So far as 
any recount is concerned. the National 
Committee is not advised that there are 
sufficient grounds to call for such an 
application.”’ 


Reply to Cabinet Taken to Forecast 
Invitation to Remain in Office. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—After Presi- 
dent Wilson had telegraphed to Charles 
E. Hughes, acknowledging his message 
of congratulation, the ‘White House 
made public several thousand telegrams 
of congratulation from Cabinet mem- 
bers, Governors of states, Democratic 
leaders in practically every. state, and 
from the President of several Latin- 
American republics. No messages were 
received from any of the belMigerent na- 
tions. Replying to the congratulations 

of the Cabinet, the President said: 

“One of the best things about the 
results is that it means four more 
years of active association in public 
service, and th that we are genuinely 
rejoiced.”’ 

This was taken by some to forecast 
an invitation. from the President to the 
members of the Cabinet to remain in 
office. 

Former Secretary Bryan telegraphed: 

“I am proud of the West, including 
Nebraska. The states beyond the 
Missouri have rallied to your support 
and saved the day and in doing so 
have honored themselves no less than 
you. They have been largely bene- 
fited by the great reforms secured 
under your leadership and they stand 
with you for peace, prosperity and 
progress.”’ 

Secretary Lane said: 

“‘New York may be a feudal State, 
but the remainder of the country 
wishes to be free.’’ . 
Congratulations also came from Presi- 

dent Menocal of Cuba, President Gon- 
zales of Costa Rica, President Estrada 
Cabrera of Guatemala and President 
Chamorro of Nicaragua. 

Many telegrams came from women 
voters. Many spoke of the efforts of 


the President to keep the nation at peace |. 


and some referred to the Mexican ques- 
tion. 


Taft and Roosevelt Congratulated 
Wilson Day After 1912 Election. 

President Taft and Col. Roosevelt sent 
telegrams of congratulation to Woodro-v 
Wilson on the day after election four 
years ago. 

Taft's telegram said: ‘I cordially con- 
gratulate you on your election and ex- 
tend to you my best wishes for a suc- 
cessful administration.” 

Roosevelt's telegram was as follows: 
“The American people, by a great plu- 
rality, have conferred on you the high- 
est honor in their gift. I congratulate 
you thereon.’ 


President Expresses reciation to 
Parker for Help Rn ampaign. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 233.—John 
Parker, who was the Progressive

expressing appreciation of Mr. Parker's 
support during the recent campaign.

the absence of the jury, that 
tectives beat him repeatedly, 


without food for nearly four days and 
made many threats and promises, to in- 
duce him to make the confession whicn 
he signed April 11. 

vudge Grimm is trying to satisfy him- 
self whether the jury should be permit- 
ted to hear any statements of city de- 
tectives as to admissions made to them 
by the Lewis brothers, as evidence in 
the McKenna case. Some of these al- 
leged admissions, tending to prove con- 
spiracy, are held to be important iu 
the case of Roy Lewis, who is not 
charged with the actual killing. 

The defense is trying to show that Roy 
Lewis was so abused by city detectives 
that no statement made by him to the 
detectives is competent evidence in the 
case. It has also alleged that intimida- 
tion and violence was used in the case of 
Ora Lewis, but it is not clear how it 
expects to establish this. Ora was not 
caught until Sept. 23, and he made a 
confession ‘of the McKenna killing in 
Kansas City, before he was in the hands 
of the St. Louis police. 

Tells of Beatings. 

Roy Lewis said the first beating he got 
from the detectives and ‘policemen was 
at his home, 4253 Athlone avenue, on 
the night of Friday, April 7, when they 
awoke him and began questioning him 
about the murder of McKenna and of 
Patrolman William Dillon, who was 
killed on the same day, and whose body 
was not fi until Sunday... 

Witness identified Patrolman John P. 
Hynes as having beaten him at the 
house, saying Hynes gave him 20 
‘‘licks’’ with his fists. As the policemen 
and detectives took him away, he said, 
they demanded of him who killed Mc- 
Kenna, and when he said he did not 
know they beat him. 

At the Newstead Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, he said, detectives took him from 
his cell and beat him until the Captain 
rebuked them, telling them he was in 
charge of the station, and had given no 
permission for such treatment of a 
prisoner. 

Tells of Third Degree. 

He said no food was given him Sat- 
urday, and that when he was taken to 
headquarters 10 or 15 detectivés kept 
him marching to and from Chief Allen- 
der’s office, and gave him several 
beatings in a room north of the office 
for refusing to answer their questions. 

With the jury still excluded from the 
courtroom, the defense in the Lewis 
murder trial this morning began an at- 
tempt to show that police officials used 
intimidation and physical abuse to ob- 
tain the confessions which were dic- 
tated and signed by Roy Joe Lewis and 
Ora Otis Lewis, in regard to the mur- 
der of Motor Cycle Policeman McKen- 
na, for which they are now on trial, 
and the murder of Patrolman William 
Dillon, both committed April 7 last. 

It was expected that Roy Lewis wauld 
be called to testify to the methods used 
by the police toward him up to the time 
of his confession, four days after the 
murders. Roy was caught soon after 
the crimes. How the. defense hopes to 
prove intimidation in the case of Ora 
Lewis is not clear. He made prac- 
tically a full confession of the McKen- 
na killing almost immediately after his 
arrest in Kansas City, Sept. 23, and be- 
fore he was in the hands of the St. 
Louis police. 

John Bubb, stepfather of the Lewises, 
who was arrested on the night of April 
7 at the Athlone avenue house and held 
more than two weeks, was the first wit- 
ness for the defense in the _ jury- 
less inquiry. ‘He said city detectives 
twisted his arms until he thought the 
bones would break, that he was kept 
without food for a day and a half after 
his arrest, and that he was not permit- 
ted to sleep the- first night he was in 
custody. 

When he was in Chief Allender's of- 
fice, he said. one detective struck him 
with a book and another kicked him. 


He said Allender declared to him, be- 
fore the actual finding of Dillon's body, 
that the body had been found, partly 
burned. in a furnace, and added that 
Bubb would be indicted and punished if 
he did not “‘come through’ with the 
information which Allender desired. 
Zubb insisted that he knew nothing 
about the case. He said he was not 
permitted to see a lawyer until he had 
been in custody nearly two weeks. 

Bubb was asked, on cross-examination, 
if he did not know that stolen property 
was found in the Athlone avenue house. 
He said he did not know anything had 
been stolen. The detectives, who were 
in the Chief's office with him, were 
brought before him, and ne was unable 
to identify any except Detective Doyle, 
who, he said, had kicked him.

AUSTRIA WONTTLET 
DESTINN SING IN 
U.S. THIS WINTER |. 


Bohemian Diva Virtual Captive, 
Because of Alleged Criticism 
of Central Powers, 


HER FIANCE A PRISONER 


Metropolitan’s Appeal Through 
Washington Fails; She Holds 
First U. S. Citizenship Papers,

VIENNA, Nov. 19, delayed; via Am- 
sterdam, Nov. 22.—Emmy Destinn, Bo- 
hemian diva, will not be heard by opera- 
goers in America this winter. She can- 
not leave Austria, and is prevented, 
against her will, from keeping a remu- 
nerative contract with the Metropolitan 
in New York. 

The without 
finding that it is called up to give any 
official reason for holding one of its 
own subjects within its borders during 
the war, has decided not to let Mme. 
Destinn leave for New York. The final 
decision has been cabled to the State 
Department at Washington to advise 
the Metropolitan management. 

It does not appear that the Austrian 
Government considers the diva as being 
dangerous to the Empire outside its 
borders, but rather that she is deserv- 
ing of no favors and does deserve pun- 
ishment. It is contended that a pass- 
port to leave Austria’ is not the right 
of a subject in time of war, but a mat- 
ler of discretion on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, just as is the issuing of a pass- 
port to an American by the Secretary 
of State. 

It is pointed out that Ambassador 
Gerard, on instructions from the De 
partment of State, has taken up pass- 
ports from Americans in Germany who 
had criticised and denounced the admin- 
istration and their country. The Aus- 
trian Government, it is asserted, 
exercise the same right, and did so in 
the Destinn case. It is difficult to say 
how much truth there is in the reports, 
but it would seem that the diva, feel- 
ing herself almost wholly American, 
talked perhaps more freely than neces- 
Sary. 


Austrian Government, 


Dinh Gilly Interned. 

Mme. Destinn hurried home from New 
York at the close of the opera season 
last year and went to a small castle 
which she had bought in Bohemia, near 
Prague, largely from her income in New 
York. The Algerian-French tenor, Dinh 
Gilly, it is said here, was caught near 
the diva’s home at the beginning of the 
war and interned in that vicinity, with 
considerable liberty to move. Her haste 
is attributed to her desire to see him. 
She is said to be engaged to him. 

Stories had preceded the diva from 
New York of unfriendly remarks made 
there against her own country and 
against Germany. Jt is alleged she gave 
interviews and made public statements 
attacking the central Powers and prais- 
ing the allies. The returning diva slipped 
through Berlin, where she first won 
fame and became queen of the opera, 
without letting her presence be known 
Her subsequent attitude in her home is 
said to have confirmed the reports from 
New York. 

Mme. Destinn appears to have signified 
her intention of becoming an American 
citizen, and took out her first papers be- 
fore she sailed from New York. When 
the diva desired to return, she was su:- 
prised to find she was not an American 
yet; that first papers don’t entitle one 
to citizenship; that Austria still had full 
Claim upon her. 


Case of Dancer Nijinski. 

As the Austrian-Hungarian Govern- 
ment had released the Russian dancer 
Nijinski, held in Budapest, through the 
friendly, but unofficial, good offices of 
\mbassador Penfield, the Metropolitan 
management asked the State Depart- 
ment to instruct the embassy to use its 
good offices once more. But Nijinski, 
it is claimed,’ showed anything but grati- 
tude. It is alleged that notwithstanding 
vssurances given by Otto H. Kahn. Ni- 
jinski no sooner arrived in New York 
than he gave an interview denouncing 
Austria-Hungary. 

The request in the Destinn case pro- 
ceeded so far that the Prague author!i- 
lles were instructed to issue a passport 
to the diva. The passport issued was 
good for 48 hours, but it appears that 
this did not reach Mme. Destinn until 
it had exptred. Between that and in- 
structions for another passport, Mme. 
Destinn, it is alleged, completely upset 
inatters by her attitude, her artistic 
temperament getting the better of her 
judgment. 

New charges were brought, upon 
which the Government rescinded its 
‘former instructions and took the final 
Gaecision that the singer must remain 
within the empire until it pleased the 
Government to let her go. 

Whether it be true, as some of her 
friends claim, that she has been made 
the victim of persons unfriendly to her 
in New York, who reported statements 
alleged to have been made, or whether 
she has really been more indiscreet than 
wise, is not surely known hére. But 
what seems certain is, America will not 
hear Destinn this winter.

PABST WANTS FEWER SALOONS

Milwaukee Brewer Says Local Au- 
thorities Should Discriminate 
More in Granting Licenses. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 23.—A stricter 
supervision of the saloon and a gradual 
cutting down of the number of drinking 
places were urged by Gustav Pabst of 
Milwaukee in his annual address as 
president of the United States Brewers’ 
Association here yesterday. He made a 
plea for greater discrimination on the 
part of the local authorities in granting 
licenses to saloon keepers and suggested 
prompt prosecution for violation of laws. 

Pabst declared much misunderstanding 
exists in the public mind as to the brew- 
ers’ product in relation to its purity 
and he suggested an active campaign in 
the interest of truth concerning the in- 
dustry.

Testifies That She Asked if She 


Could Hire Someone to 
Watch Husband. 


ADMITTED AS EVIDENCE 


Attorneys for State Say Much 
of Their Case Hinges on 
Statement of Witness. 


s fal to the Post-Dispatch. 
“ST JOSEPH, Mo. Nov. 2%.—Mrs. 


Harriet Moss McDaniel, wife of Oscar 
D. McDaniel, County Prosecutor, who 
is on trial charged with her murder, 
went to a St. Joseph detective agency's 
office a few weeKs before she was beat- 
en to death in her home and inquired 
whether she could hire a detective to 
watch her husband, according to De- 
tective R. A. Hartley. The statement 
was made by him in his testimony this 
morning in the Criminal Court here, 
after attorneys for defense and the 
State had argued vigorously since 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon as to 
whether the testimony should be admit- 
ted in the trial. 

The permission granted by Judge 
Ryan to Attorney-General Barker to 
have Hartley testify concerning Mrs. 
McDaniel’s call on him is regarded by 
the prosecution as an important victory 
on its side. Upon Hartley’s testimony 
the attorneys for the State declare, 
hinges to a large extent their abflity 

© show a motive which might have 
fimpelled the prosecutor to murder his 
wife, for the reason that they wish to 
try to prove as the basis for such a 
possible motive that Mrs. McDaniel in- 
tended to sue for divorce, and perhaps 
to divulge secrets of his life which 
would ruin him politically and socially 
in the community. 

It was 11:30 o’clock when the Judge an- 
nounced his ruling and attorneys for the 
State suggested a recess until 1:30 
o'clock. Judge Ryan replied sharply: 
“Go ahead with your witness: there's 
been too much of this recess business in 
this case already.’’ 

Detective Hartley Recalled. 

Detective Hartley, who had begun to 
testify yesterday and was stopped by 
the objections of the defense, was re- 
called. The Attorney-General asked the 
stenographer to read his question of 
yesterday. 

“Don't tell me what you said, Mr. 
Hartley,’ the stenographer read. ‘“‘but 
for what purpose did Mrs.. McDaniel 
come to your detective office to confer 
with you a few weeks prior to her 
death?"’ 

Attorney Strmp again objected to the 
question, declaring it was prejudicial and 
leading. He was overruled. 

“She came there to talk with me and 
to ask me if she could not engage one 
of our detectives to watch her hus- 

band,” the detective answered. The 
defense then took Hartley for cross- 
examination. The witness indignantly 
denied that he had applied to McDaniel 
for work in the case on the Prosecutor’s 
side soon after the murder. He said he 
had kept entirely out of the matter until 
about two weeks ago, when he believed 
the -time had come _— the State 
should know of Mrs. McDaniel’s visit to 
him.. He still was on the stand at 12:05 
o'clock, when a recess was taken. 

Mra. C. A. Cook, neighbor of Mrs. Mc- 
Daniel, was on the stand yesterday aft- 
ernoon and testified that the relations 
of the accused prosecutor and his wife 
were harmonious. Her testimony, both 
under direct and cross-examination, was 
that she had not seen McDaniel and 
Mrs. Dagmar Krucker, divorced wife of 
a St. Joseph business man, in “‘indis- 
ereet positions,”’ and that Mr. and Mrs. 
MeDaniel had seemed to her to be an 
“{deal couple.” 

The State attempted to develop further 
testimony concerning a scream said to 
have been heard from the McDaniel 
home before 11 o’clock the night of tha 
murder, in efforts to overcome the pros- 
ecutor’s story that he returned to his 


 pesidence about 11 o'clock that night 


end found his wife well, and that he 
was balled away a little later by a fake 
telephone call. Mrs. Wilhelmina Her- 
mann, whose bedroom windows were 
less than 50 feet from the home, de- 
elared she heard a “terrible scream, 
which she thought she recognized as 
the voice of Mrs. McDaniel.” She fixed 
the time of the scream as having been 
at about 10:45 o'clock. 

Mre. Hermann almost collapsed during 
the cross-examination and was removed 
to her home in an ambulance. She had 
been [ll for some time.

HE United Railways, in its “Plea for a Settlement of Differ- 
ences” with the city, summarizes its case as follows: 


PROPOSITION. 

The United Railways Company in the settlement of all of its differ- 
ences with the City will acknowledge its liability for the tax of one mill 
per passenger up to and including Dec. 31, 1916. 

The City of St. Louis will accept payment of the accrued tax, in- 

cluding interest up to and including Dec. 31, 1916, in a number of equal 
annual payments. The first payment to be made Dec. 31, 1916, and the 
remaining payments to be madé annually on the 3ist day of December 


The City of St. Louis will adjust the present mill tax to one which

The City of St. Louis will withdraw its attack on the validity of 
the underlying franchise and will confirm, until April 12, 1948, the fran- 
chise of all the lines now operated by the United Railways Company of 


After 2 mutual agreement between the two Committees as to thé 
period within which the accrued tax is to be paid, and as to the adjust- 
ment of the tax after Jan. 1, 1917, the Committee representing the City, 
will recommend to the Board of Aldermen the passage of the legislation 
necessary to accomplish these résults. 


We ask the City to withdraw its contention as to the expiration 
of our franchises because this contention casts a cloud upon the 
franchises, and prevents the financing which is necessary for our 


difficult to get capital to invest in street railway enterprises, and it 


We propose to acknowledge our liability for a tax which we have 
heretofore fought as unjust and unreasonable. 

We are not asking to be relieved from the payment of one cent

proposition, with the understanding that 
they report promptly, so that Mayor 
Kiel may conduct and preside at public 
hearings. ; ; 
Gregory's plan to have these hearings 
before this cominittee of conferees makes 
its report to the entire conference a 
departure from the prograin. 

In his statement to the conference, 
McCulloch laid emphasis on the point 
that the United Railways was not cuon- 
tending for the compromise as a matter 
of right. ‘‘We are not coming to you 
with a legal argument,” he deciared. 
‘Weare not pleading for this settlement 
as a matter of legal right, but we are 
pleading for it as a matter of good 
business policy, both for the city and 
the -United Railways.”’ 

The validity of the ‘ordinance under 
which the mill tax is collected has been 
sustained by the United States Supreme 
Court and judgments for $1,839,205.42, in- 
cluding interest, have already been ob- 
tained by the city and paid by the com- 
pany. In addition, there is in litiga- 
tion a total of $1,500,000, with interest, 
representing mill taxes that have ac- 
crued since 1910. The company, in its 
proposition, agrees to ascknowledge 
these liabilities and promises full pay- 
ment, but asks for the privilege of liqui- 
dating the accrued taxes in annual iIn- 
stallmentr. 

The United Railways’ proposition and 
the arguments in support of its ac- 
ceptance by the city, are given in a 
full page advertisement, which appears 
in the newspapers toda). 

In this statement of its case, the com- 
pany intimates that the city’s failure 
to agree to the proposals may result in 
a receivership for the company. A re- 
ceiver acting under orders of the Court, 
it ja atated, ‘“‘would be to some extent 
independent of municipal and State reg- 
viations, and would be more interested 
in the preservation and conservation of 
the property than in the betterment of 
the service.’’ 

It ie pointed out also that a receiver- 
ship presents the possibility of a dis- 
memberment of the consolidated lines 
and a curtailment or complete abolition 
of the present “generous” transfer sys- 
tem. 

In substance the company’s contention 
is that the mill tax, as a 2 per cent 
charge against each revenue passenger, 
the uncertainty of its franchise tenure 
and the heavy increases in the cost of 
labor and of all materials and supplies, 
has made difficult the acquirement of 
new capital, the redemption of its ma-

turing bonds and the extension of lines 
and improvement of service. 

It is pointed out in the company’s 
statement that an aggrcgate of $41,979,000 
of underlying bonds must be extended, 
replaced or redeemed for cash between 
1918 and 1954.

Why Tax Was Changed. 
The present tax of 1 mill per revenue 


Passenger Was udopted as a substituie 
for an annual license tax of $25 each oa 
cars operated by the United Railways 
and the St. Louis & Suburban Railways 
“'o., Which has since been consolidated 
with the former. It was charged tha‘ 
to evade the car tax the traction com- 
panies withdrew from service a large 
number of their cars, thus causing con- 
gestion and poor service. 

The mill tax was regarded as fairer 
because it was levied against money 
actually earned and not against the 
equipment used with or without profit 
to the company. 

In 192 the United Railways had 91% 
cars in operation, and paid an annual 
license tax of $24,750. The last quarterly 
report showed 1262 cars in operation. On 
the basis of the old license tax of $25 + 
year this would cost the company $31,550 
anntally. McCulloch says the substitute 
tax, known as the mill tax, annually av- 
erages $240,000, which is more than $200,- 
000 in excess of the old license tax. 

In this connection it was recalled that 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., which, like the United Railways, 
is a subsidiary of the North American 
Co., pays the city 5 per cent of its an- 
nual gross revenue, Steps are heing tak- 
en by the city to collect a like tax from 
the Laclede Gas Co. The mill tax on 
the United Railways, according to the 
company’s contention, is a tax of 2 per 
cent on its gross revenue, so that it 
ic 3 pér cent less than the Union FElec- 
tric has been paying without  pre- 
test.

Clerk Shoots Second Man Four 
Times in Olive Street: 
Holdup. 


WERE IN AN AUTOMOBILE 
— 
One Captured Says Dead Man 
Was John Joseph Davis of 
Omaha. 


One masked robber was shot and killed 
by Police Sergt. John Flaherty and an- 
other was shot four times by Frank J. 
Curran of 4317 Gibson avenue, a drug 
clerk, about 12:35 a. m. today in the 
Compton Pharmacy at 3201 Olive street. 

The wounded robber this morning ut 
the city hospital said the slain man was 
John Joseph Davis of Twenty-eightn 
and Seward streets, Omaha, Neb., where 
he lived with his mothen and brother, 
George. 

The name given by the wounded man 
was John Alfred Lewis. He said he 
Was a horseshoer and his home was in 
Sacramento, Cal. \ 

Lewis said hunger caused him and 
Davis to commit the robbery, but in 
addition to $44.40 which he took from 
the drug store cash register, $28 was 
found in his pocket. 

Automobile Held by Police. 

The police are holding a Buick auto- 
mobile, which was found abandoned 
near the drug store where the shooting 
occurred. It is a 1916 model and bears 
a Nebraska State license tag, No. 4330. 
Thotgh he admits that he and Davis 
came to St. Louis from Nebraska, he 
denies knowledge of the automobile, 
which the police believe was stolen. 

After the shooting James Woods, a 
négro, of 6105 Berlin avenue, identified 
Davis and Lewis as men he saw gét out 
of this automobile in front of 3126 Olive 
street and walk toward the Compton 
Pharmacy. 

Sergt. Flaherty was walking east on 
the south side of Olive street, a short 
distance west of Compton avenue, about 
12:30 a. m., when he saw two men com- 
ing west on the same side of the street. 
They crossed the street diagonally to 
the Compton Pharmacy at the north- 
west corner of Olive street and Compton 
avenue. Flaherty saw them look through 
the drug store window, walk west, stop, 
talk a moment and then return and 
enter the drug store. 

The Sergeant saw one of the men 
then go behind the counter while the 
other remained in the middle of the 
store. This aroused his suspicions. 
Two other policemen were approaching 
on Olive street from the east, to report 
to the Sergeant. 

Flaherty rapped with his club three 
times, but not loudly enough for the 
sound to be heard in the drug stora, 
The two policemen heard the emergency 
signal and ran to him. The three crossed 
the street to the drug store. Leaving 
one to guard the front door and sending 
the other to the rear door, Sergéant 
Ijaherty entered the store with his re- 
volver drawn. 


Revolver Pointed at Clerk. 

In the middle of the store he saw a 
tall, dark-haired man with a_ white 
handkerchief over the lower. part of his 
face. He was leveling a revolver at 
Curran, the drug clerk, whose hands 
were uplifted. Curran was behind the 
west counter with his face to the wall. 

“Throw up your hands,”’ commanded 
Flaherty, levéling his revolver at the 
robber. Wheeling suddenly the robber 
fired a shot at Flaherty, but missed. 
Flaherty returned the fire. shooting 
twice at the r-‘ber, who fell wounded in 
the right breast and the left thigh. 

As the robber lay on the floor Fla- 
herty bent over him and asked his 
name. “It’s all right, pal,”’ the robber 
replied. ‘It'll be all over in a few min- 
utes.”’ 

Up to this time Flaherty had not seen 
the other and smaller of the two rob- 
bers in the store.

The St. Louis election returns were 
certified today to Secretary of State 
Roach, who today began the official tab- 
ulation of the State’s vote. The count 
of the whole State, it is expected, will 

be completed by tomorrow. 

Secretary Roach, visiting yesterday at 
the city hall, told the Election Com- 
missioners that his work had been de- 
layed by the failure of St. Louis to send 
in its returns. All counties, he said, had 
made their reports. 

The Election Board, by a tie vote of 
2 to 2, yesterday, failed to agree upon a 
motion to investigate a discrepancy in 
the vote for Public Administrator in the 
Sixteenth Precinct of the Seventeenth 
Ward, which Frank M. Slater repre- 
sents as Republican City Committee- 
man. On the face of the returns Slater 
has been elected Public Administrator 
over James P. Newell, Democratic in- 
cumbent, by 103 plurality. 

Newell has announced that he will 
contest Slater’s election. In the pre- 
cinct in question Slater was credited 
with 299 votes and Newell with 141, al- 
though notations on the duplicate tally 
sheets showed Newell had 241 votes. If 
he had been credited with 241 votes, in- 
stead of 141, there would have been 
counted 87 more votes than were cast in 
the precinct. The two Democratic FElec- 
tion Commissioners voted for a motion 
to question the election judges and 
clerks about this precinct, but the two 
Republican members defeated i*.

BANKERS’ TRUST RECEIVER SUES 
COMMERCE BANK FOR $231,361 


Asks Judzment of Double Amount of 
Interest Charges, Which He Al- 
legwes Were Unlawful. 


Leon W. Quick, receiver for the de- 
funct Bankers’ Trust Co., yesterday 
filed suit in the United States Dis- 
trict Court against the National Bank 
of Commerce for $231,361.72, which is 
alleged to be double the amount of 
interest charged by the bank on note 
transactions with the trust company 
from 1909 up to the present time. It 
is the contention of Receiver Quick 
that these interest charges, aggregat- 
ing $115,680.86 are unlawful, and he 
asks judgment of double the amount 
under sections of the national bank- 
ing act which provide double peénal- 
ties when illegal interest charges are 
exacted. 

In the petition it is alleged the 
National Bank of Commerce had in its 
possession a number of notes exe- 
cuted by the Bankers’ Trust Co. when 
Receiver Quick took charge of the 
assets in September, 1914, Of these 
were a note for $810,000, another for 
$200,000 and one for $51,000, all prin- 
cipal notes. 

John E. Franklin, former president 
of the Bankers’ Trust Co, and Charles 
S. Marsh, formerly its secretary, were 
indicted by the fedtral grand jury 
which reported to Judge Dyer last 
Saturday. The charges in the indict- 
ments grew out of the collapse of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., two and a half 
years ago.

The records show that London was 
Miot quite 41 years old. But as life 
trundles along in most of these well- 
orgered days, he was as old as Methu- 
gfaleah. That is to say, his 41 years cov- 
ered about as many experiences as 
enough ordinary lives would cover if 
their total length were to be about as 
great as that ascribed to the venerable 
Israelite. 

He was born in San Francisco in 1876. 
‘At 16 he considered himself to be a 
man and, whenever he got a spare 
nickel he bought a beer with it. He at- 
tended a hit and miss school at San 
Mateo. Sometimes the master would get 
drunk and the big boys would thrash 
him. The master would get square by 
thrashing the little boys. 

London's grandfather was a Metho- 
dist circuit rider, known in the back- 
woods as ‘“‘Priest Jones.’’ The boy's first 
acquaintance with literature was Irv- 
ing’s ““Alhambra.”’ His greatest disap- 
pointment as a boy when he was work- 
ing on a ranch was that he couldn't find 
anybody else around there who had 
read the book and could talk it over 
with him. “Alhambra,’’ and part of 
Oulda’s novel, ‘‘Signa,’’ were his intel- 
lectual pabulum for many years, but they 
served their purpose, for they filled him 
with a divine discontent that made him 
@esire to see something more of the 
world than he could see from the flats 
of Livermore Valley. 

Seld Newwpapers in Cakland. 

He went to Oakland and read so hec- 
ticaliy in the public library that he be- 
came afflicted with St. Vitus’ dance in 
an incipient stage. He made his living 
selling newspapers. At 16 he went out 
into the bay 
pirates. 
fore the mast on a schooner. 
gob was on a fish patrol, where it was 
his duty to arrest oyster pirates. 

A San Francisco newspaper offered a 
prize for a descriptive article. London 
was shoveling coal for a living then, but 
he labored late at night on a composi- 
tion describing a typhoon off the coast 
of Japan. It won the prize. He was 
@0 elated that he tried his hand at writ- 
Sng some mushy stuff, which the news- 
paper properly rejected. 

Then he went on a tramping trip, trav- 

ng all over the United States. At 

ffalo, N. Y., he was caught in a 
Police dragnet and a Judge promptly 
him—sent him to jail as a 
Wagrant. He always declared the sen- 
fence was unjust, and said it did more 
than anything else to make him a So- 
clalist. 


“Up to that time,’’ he later remarked, 
“the pride I took in a hard day's work 
ell done would be inconceivable to you. 
i was as faithful a wage slave as ever a 
capitalist @xploited.’’ 

That changed him, however, and he

Traveled Widely as Lecturer, 

London traveled all over the United 
States and in England lecturing, most- 
ly on Socialiatic subjects. His personal- 
ity on the platform was striking. He 
scorned ‘‘boiled shirts’’ and ‘‘spike-tall 
clothes,’’ but always wore an ordinary 
knockabout suit, a negligee shirt with 2 
soft collar and a string tie. He was not 
over-squeamish in his language, either. 
It was his heartiest conviction that the 
best name for a spade was spade. 

Long ago he became convinced that 
alcohol was the workingman’s worst 
enemy, and became a teetotaler. He 
wrote a characteristic story, “John 
Barleycorn,” to illustrate his ideas. 
Last spring he intimated he was not 
averse to running for President on 
the prohibition ticket. But he con- 
sidered himself primarily to be a So- 
cialist and used to sign his. letters, 
“Yours for the revolution.” 

He found time to do occasional 
newspaper work. When Jim Jeffries 
and Jack Johnson were about to fight 
for the world’s heavyweight pugilis- 
tic championship, several years ago, 
London described Jeffries as a “Cave 
Man,” and the title was at once 
adopted by writers all over the coun- 
try. 

In 1906 London, his wife and a crew of 
three put to sea in a 45-foot yacht, the 
Snark, and cruised around in the South 
Sea Islands for more-than a year. 

London was twice married. He was 
divorced from his first wife and soon 
efter married the present Mrs. London, 
who was Miss Charmion Kittredge. The 
second marriage seemed to be a happy 
one, as the two were congenial in their 
tastes.

Object of Judge’s Inquiry. 

The purpose of the present inquiry 
by Judge Grimm, in the jury’s absence, 
is to determine whether any part of the 
police testimony, as to the admissiors 
made by the Lewises, is competent evi- 
dence. The Judge held today that evi- 
dence of harshness toward other wit- 
nesses was admissible, as bearing on 
the question of the way the defendants 
themselves were treated. 

The prosecution has not thought it nec- 
essary to introduce the long signed con- 
fessions of the two brothers, but it does 
wish to use the testimony of detectives 
as to one matter not included in the 
confessions. This is the alleged state- 
ment of Roy Lewis that there was a 
working agreement among the three 
Lewis brothers, himself, Ora and Frank, 
now a fugitive. by which, in the ever+ 
of an arrest, a rescuc was to be effect- 
ed, by killing a policeman if necessary. 

If this is established, it will tend to 
prove conspiracy in the McKenna kil!- 
ing. Without proof of conspiracy, the 
Judge has indicated, he might not find it 
possible to hold Roy in this case, since 
the actual killing of McKenna is attrib- 
uted to Ora. 

Had Murder Agreement. 

Even if Roy should be freed from the 
McKenna murder charge he can be 
held on charges of automobile and wire 
thefts. He is under indictment as an 
accessory to the Dillon murder, but the 
evidence against him in that case is not 
considered as strong as that in the Mc- 
Kenna case. 

The most concise version of Roy 
Lewis’ alleged story as to the working 
agreement between the three brothers 
was given at last night’s session of the 
trial, in the jury's absence, by Detect- 
ive Doyle. He said that, on the way to 
the Dillon inquest at Kirkwood, April 
li, Roy said to him that the _ three 
brothers, in their automobile and wire 
thefts, had this understanding: 

They would travel in two automobiles, 
If the occupant or occupants of one 
car should be arrested, there should be 
no resistance, but the man or men ar- 
rested should accompany the policeman 
to a patrol box. Then, the other ma- 
chine should come up, and its occupant 
or occupants should “stick up’’ the po- 
liceman. If he resisted. he should 
bound, gagged and carried to some re- 
mote place; if necessary, he should be 
killed. 

There was an argument between the 
Judge and the attorneys for the prose- 
cution as to whether the occurrences be- 
fore and immediately after the McKenna 
killing bore out this story of a working 
agreement. At that time, Ora and Roy 
Lewis, in one car, were arrested by Mc- 
Kenna, and the arrest was seen by 
Frank Lewis, in the other car. 

The prosecution argued that the move- 
ments of the three Lewises, as shown in 
testimony, were in accordance with the 
theory of an agreement, but that un- 
foreseen circumstances altered some- 
what the working out of the plan. Mce- 
Kenna took his two prisoners to an oil 
station, not to a patrol box, and, stil] 
more important, he overlooked Ora 
Lewis’ revolver in searching him. Thig 
gave Ora Lewis a chance to rescue him- 
self, which, the State argued, he took, 
thinking that Frank might not find the 
place. 

Testimony was cited to show that, aft- 
er the killing, Ora and Roy went out 
of their way to look for Frank. One 
witness, a reporter, testified that he 
asked Roy Lewis why he and Ora ran 
their car south to Delmar boulevard 
from the alley instead of starting north 
for their home at once, and that Roy 
replied that they were looking for 
rank. 


The fact that Roy Lewis testified at 
the Dillon inquest in Kirkwood April 
15 to the existence of the agreement was 
also cited by the State. Detective 
Stevenson previously testified that Roy 
told him practically the same story soon 
after his written confession to Detec- 
tive Chief Allender, and that he asked 
Allender whether Roy should not be 
asked to include it in the written con- 
fession. Allender replied, he said, that 
it would be sufficient for him (Steven- 
gon) to remember ft.

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HACKMAN TELLS 
HOW HE WILL RUN 
AUDITOR'S OFFIC 


No Nepotism, Full-Time Work 
by Employes, Books Open 
to Public. 


By a Staff Correspondent eof the 
Post-Dispatch. 
WARRENTON, Mo., Nov. 23.—George 
E. Hackmann, only successful Repub- 
lican candidate for State office, today 
outlined for the Post-Dispatch changes 
in the management of the State Audi- 
tor’s office which he says he will put 


into effect when he takes offic, in Jan- 
uary. Hackmann decisively defeated 
John P. Gordon, the only remnant of 
the Major administration on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

Hackmann’é policies in general are as 
fcllows: 

Abolition of nepotism. 

All employes must devote al! their 
time during business hours to the busi- 
ness of the office. 

No employe shall remain on the pay- 
roll who does not work conscientiously. 

The policy of appointing an attorney 
in nearly every county in the State to 
attend to the collection of the collateral 
inheritance tax shall end. 

Equalization of assessments through- 
out the State. 

A careful study of penitentiary con- 
ditions with a view to correcting abuses. 

Publicity of every detail of the State's 
financial affairs.. Books of the office to 
be open at all times to any citizen who 
desires to examine them. 

Will Study Needs of Office. 

“T shall consider it my first duty,” 
Hackmann said, ‘‘to study the imme- 
diate needs of the office of Auditor. I 
shall also be a member of the State 
Board of Equalization, and of thé Board 
of Penitentiary Inspectors, and as soon 
as the office of Auditor is running 
smoothly I shall begin a study of as- 
sessment matters and penitentiary 
needs. I do not know what I shall be 
able to do as a member of these boards. 
I will be the only Republican on either 
and the boards will be controlled by 
Democrats.”’ 

Hackmann called attention to a pile 
of letters nearly a foot high on his 
desk. Each, he said, was an applica- 
tion for a job or an indorsement for 
an applicant. 

“IT shall use the best judgment I have 
fn selecting the employes of the Au- 
ditor’s office,”” he continued. ‘I have 
not promised a job to any man, and 
I am free now to select those I consider 
the better qualified. 

“I have been informed that under the 
past administration access to the rec- 
ords of the Auditor’s office frequently 
has been denied to newspaper men and 
others. I belleve the office belongs to 
the public and that its records should 
at all times be open to public inspection. 
No clerk of a court in the State would 
hesitate a second to permit anybody 
to look at a court record. I cannot see 
that the Auditor’s records should be 
any different. 

Inheritance Tax Collection. 

“T also have been informed that the 
State university has been deprived of 
many thousands of dollars by a system 
adopted by the State Auditor, under 
which were appointed a large number 
of lawyers throughout the State to at- 
tend to the collection of the collateral 
inheritance tax, all of which under the 
law goes to the State university. Each 
of these attorneys receives a fee, which 
reduces the amount the university re- 
ceives from the tax. 

“The university has its own attorney 
on a salary for this work and it cer- 
tainly looks to me to be a waste of pub- 
lic money to be paying a horde of other 
attorneys. 

“I do not believe that the city of 
St. Louis should pay taxes in excesa 
of the proportion that its wealth is 
to the wealth of the entire State. I 
shall favor an equalization of assess- 
ments between the rural counties and 
the cities so that each shall pay its 
just proportion of the taxes.

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U-BOAT INQUIRIES 
IN BERLIN IN DAY 


Germany Yet to Answer in Six 
of Ten Cases, Including 
Marina and Arabia. 


BERLIN. by wireless to the Asso- 
ciated Press, Nov. 21.—A period of com- 
plications may again be impending in 
German-American relations. Germany's 
conduct of submarine warfare has 
brought forth American inquiries, of 
which Joseph C. Grew, the American 
charge, recently has filed no less than 
10—five of them today. 

Six remain to be answered, including 
the cases of the Marina, on which a 
number of Americans appear to hav2 
been killed, and the liner Arabia, the 
sinking of which the American Gov- 
ernment declares appears to be incon- 
sistent with the promises of the Ger- 
man Government regarding the treat- 
ment of passenger liners. 

The United States bases its attitude 
in the case of the Arabia on the as- 
sumption that it was unarmed and torpe- 
doed without warning and is unable to 
see that there was adequate justification 
for forcing the passengers into lifeboats. 
Washington believes the submarine com- 
mander, on ascertaining that there were 
women and children on the decks, should 
have refrained from making an attack. 

Germany, in the four cases in regard 
to which replies already have been 
made, was found to have fairly convinc- 
ing answers, which, it is believed, may 
put quite a different aspect on affairs. 
It is pointed out here, for example, that, 
according to testimony of her own vas- 
sengers, the Arabia was armed and 
used her cannon; that the sea was 
smooth and that other vessels were 
near. It is argued that the Arabia, hav- 
ing on board a large number of coolie 
war workers, should be regarded as a 
transport.

Arrangements for the burial of the 
late Emperor have not yet been made, 
but the body will be interred in the Ca- 
puchin mausoleum next week, proba- 
bly on Thursday. Monday the body will 
be removed from Schoenbrunn Castle to 
Hofdburg Chapel, where it will lie in 
siate on Tuesday and Wednesday. 


Last Hours of Francis Joseph. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Associated 
Press, sent out shortly after noon yes- 
terday, says: 

‘‘The death of Emperor Francis Joseph 
last night occurred at 9:05 o’clock. The 
end was peaceful, the aged monarch 
passing away as though sinking into 
sleep. Among those in the death cham- 
ber at Schoenbrunn Castle was the 
heir apparent, Archduke Charles Fran- 
cis Joseph. 

“Shortly after midday there was an 
appreciable rise in the Emperor’s tem- 
perature. Although the Emperor had 
been about early to attend to state du- 
ties and had eaten a light meal, it was 
evident after 2 o’clock that a crisis was 
approaching. About 6 o’clock in the 
evening the attending physicians were 
almost ready to abandon hope, the Em- 
peror lapsing slowly into unconscious- 
ness. 

“The Emperor had been suffering from 
a bronchial inflammation but pneumonia 
developed and suddenly reached a crit- 
ical stage and from 6 o'clock on the 
chances of the patient surviving grew 
slimmer. Baron Burian, who, in addi- 
tion to being Foreign Minister, is also 
Minister of the Imperial and Royal 
Household, was summoned. He left the 
sick chamber a little after 8 o’clock, but 
hardly had reached his office when the 
death of the Emperor was announced. 

‘Newspapers voice regret that the 
Emperor was not spared long enough to 
see the end of the war, which, according 
to the accepted view here, nobody re- 
gretted more than he, as he never tired 
of assuring his intimates, 

“The Emperor, who had no conception 
of the value of money, spent prodigious 
sums in charity to the very last, never 
overlooking any of the many old men 
ond women who used to come to Schoen- 
trunn Park to receive alms. Despite his 
tendency to spend lavishly, the Emperor 
was exceedingly painstaking in making 
a note of alms, usually on any scrap of 
paper he had about him. He was in the

DAY AT WORK 


The following illuminating descrip- 
tion of the last day of the life of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph was dis- 
patched from Vienna by Karl H. von 
Wiegand, the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, within a few hours of the 
Emperor's death, Dut was delayed in 
transmission: 

VIENNA, Nov. 21, 4 p. m.—The Em- 
peror Iruncis-Joseph, the world’s most 
aged monarch, is holding his own. Again 
today he arose at what even a yours 
man would consider an unearthly hour, 
4 o'clock. 

Notwithstanding his temperature, 


which, according to persons close to the 
court, increased* toward afternoon, the 
Linperor was attired in field gray uni- 
form and the never-missing spurs were 
on his boots. He spent some time at his 
writing table and signed many docu- 
ments with the smooth, even, copper- 
plate-like signature peculiar to him, 
which even today does not show a tracu 
of unsteadiness. 

I have seen a number of his latest sig- 
natures today, and in the last few days, 
and compared them with those of some 
months ago. From it one has the im- 
pression that the aged Emperor has 10 
nerves. ‘Today, again as yesterday, he 
received his personal aids-de-camp, Vui 
Bolieras and Count Paar, and. Prince 
Monteneuove, First Marshal of the 
Court, as well as representatives of twu 
Ministries. 

Death Prepared For. 

Notwithstanding this activity, it would 
seem that slowly, but steadily and sure- 
ly, the monarch who has seen historv 
march past him for more years than 
have been accorded to any other 
crowned head in, probably, history, with 
the exception of of Louis XIV, may 
soon himself be overtaken and become 
a milestone in that monarchical history. 
On every hand there are indications of 
preparations for such an eventuality. 
The Archduke Charies Francis, com- 
mander on the Carpathian front and in 
Transylvania against Rumania, hurrie! 
to Vienna 10 days ago when the Em- 
peror was taken sick. He was accom- 
panied by Count Berchtold, formerly 
Foreign Minister, and now Marshal of 
the Court. Both are still here. 

The transition from the aged and 

much-beloved Emperor to a little-known, 
but rapidly become popular younger 
man, would take place with hardly a 
wait in the machinery of the dual mon- 
archy.

The world has regarded the aged F ran- 
cis-Joseph as the saddest and most trag- 
ic figure in history. Those about him 
who saw him often tell me that he was 
anything but sad and gloomy, or a de- 
pressed, heart-broken, tragic figure. On 
the contrary, they assure me that 
the tragedy in his family and among bis 
many friends had not broken the spirit 
of the old man, destroyed his keen 
sense of humor or taken from him that 
typically Viennese joviality of character 
and disposition. Even this war, it ts 
declared, had not soured him. The 
Emperor's personal intimates have been 
several old fellows about his own age. 
They are Baron Beck, 87; Count Paar 
and his other personal ald-de-camp, Von 
Bolfras, each fourscore: Prince Monte- 
nuove, nearing 8; Dr. Kerzl, his phy- 
sician, and, of course, Frau Schratt, 
the former actress. 

A..ong these the Emperor feels at 
home; they were the “old boys” around 
him and had the privilege of address- 
ing him as “du."’ They had no personal 
ambitions and, except when the Em- 
peror perhaps might ask their opinion 
on the matter of an appointment, they 
never have endeavored to influence him 
or to meddle in political affairs, which © 
the Emperor considers to be a matter 
exclusively for the responsible ministers, 
in whom he has invariably placed im- 
rlicit trust. 

The Emperor disliked to take medicine 
or to follow a physician's advice. Occa- 
sionally it took all the influence of the 
little coterie of “old boys” to get him * 
to follow the doctor’s prescriptions. 

One of the Emperor’s recent acts was 
to send Ambassador Penfield an auto- 
graphed photo in a tortotse shell frame . 
bound in gold, as a token of his appre- 
clation of the Ambassador's services. 
The Emperor had the photograph espe- 
cially taken for the purpose.

TESTIMONY. TAKING 
 BECUN IN. WIDE 
DAILROAD INQUIRY 


First Witness Declares Sufficient 
Transportation Is Chief Im- 
portance to Public. 


PUTS IT ABOVE RATES 


Congressional Hearing on All 
Phases of Railway Problem 
Will Continue Indefinitely. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—First actual 
testimony on the broad subject of trans- 
portation was received today by the 
joint congressional railroad investigating 
committee. Alfred P. Thom of this city, 
general counsel for the Southern Rail- 
way and counsel for the railway execu- 
tives’ advisory committee, was the first 
witness in presenting the side of the 
railroads. 

The hearing is the first of a series 
which will continue indefinitely and will 
cover railroad credit, Federal control and 
national incorporation, Government own- 
ership, wages and other important sub- 
jects. 

Thom blamed the present system of 
“corrective” regulation, divided between 
the state and Federal Governments, for 
most of the problems troubling the pup- 
lic and the carriers, and appealed for a 
discussion of necessary changes, “not 
upon any mere theory or jealousy as to 
the distribution of governmental power, 
but upon the large issue of what public 
interest requires.”’ 

Rates Relatively Unimportant. 


portant to public interest than certainty, 
Safety and sufficiency of transporta- 
tion.’’ 

Under present conditions in which ‘‘the 
railroad business is largely controlled by 
political instead of business considera- 
tions,”’ he said, “railroad credit is so 
poor and returns so small that adequate 
extensions of lines into undeveloped ter- 
ritory and enlargement of facilities are 
impossible.”” He said increased trans- 
portation facilities would tend to reduce 
the high cost of living by opening up 
new country, thereby causing increased 
production. 

Thom pointed out that the present 
System of railroad regulation had its 
beginning in the abuses of the past 
and was based on the principles of re- 
pression, correction and punishment, 
rather than-on constructive principles. 
He contrasted this with the plan of 
Governmental regulation of banks. 

“The system of bank regulation,” he 
Said, ‘“‘was born of the spirit of helpful- 
ness and encouragement, intended to 
build up and make adequate for the 
American people its system of national 
banks. Railroad regulation, on the 
other hand, is the result of a spirit of 
anger that grew out of real or fancied 
abuses in the past. 

“The railroads accept the view that 
regulation is a permanent and enduring 
part of government in America and that 
the first duty of the carriers is to 
the public. That duty is to afford rea- 
sonable facilities on reasonable terms 
and at reasonable rates, and this must 
be done before any private interests can 
be considered.’’ 

In support of his contention that ‘‘the 
first consideration of the public is to 
obtain transportation facilities,’’ and 
that ‘“‘the cost is in reality a second 
consideration,’’ Thom declared _ that 
when a nation-wide strike recently 
threatened to tie up the railroads, ‘‘busi- 
ness men would have been willigje to 
pay almost anything to get their goods 
to market.”’ 

Cites Car Shortage. 

He cited the present car shortage, the 
embargoes last spring caused by inade- 
quate terminal facilities and said: 

“The present systems of regulation are 
entirely adequate to protect the public 
against exorbitant rates, but are not 
adequate to insure to the public suffi- 
cient facilities for its present and future 
requirements. 

‘‘Less than 1000 miles of new railroads 
have been constructed in tne United 
States during the last year,’ he said, 
“less than in any year since 1348 except 
the period of the Civil War, and yet the 
cost of living is daily advancing, owing 
to a shortage of supplies which might 
be remedied by securing access to new 
areas of production.’’ 

As illustrating the inequality of trans. 
portation facilities at a time when new 
railroad building has nearly stopped, 
Thom showed that while New Jersey 
has 31 miles of railroad per 100 square 
miles of territory, the average for the 
United States is only 18.53 miles, and 
that in Idaho, where there are only 3.35 
miles per 100 square miles, less than 383 
per cent of the natural resources have 
railroad facilities. 

‘Will the undeveloped states be satis- 
fied to stop railroad construction under 
such a condition of inequality?’ mr. 
Thom asked. “It is impossible for rail- 
roads to earn enough to supply the 
necessary new facilities from current 
revenue. They must be provided from 
credit. Investors cannot be coerced but 
must be attracted.”’ 

Among the conditions affecting rail. 
road credit which deter investors Thom 
mentioned the following: 

‘‘Reilroad revenues are not controlled 
by investors but are fixed and limited 
by Governmental authority, and rot by 
one but by several governmental author- 
ities, which do not recognize responsi- 
bility for assured results to investors 
and are entirely unco-ordinated, 

“Raliroads cannot control and the Gov- 
ernment cannot and does not limit the 
expense account. 

“The present system of regulation is 
based On a policy of regulation and cor- 
rection and not on a policy of helpful- 
ness amd encouragement. 

‘The outstanding obligations of the 
railromds have already exceeded the 
financial rule of safety and involve a 
disproportionate amount of obligations

U, S. AVIATOR FALLS 4000 FEET 
LIKE PLUMMET IN MEXICO—LIVES 


Rights Machine When Only 500 Feet 
From Ground—Clouds Had 
Obscured His View. 

FIELD HEADQUARTERS AMERIé 
CAN EXPEDITION IN MEXICO, Nov. 
22.-—"Get there and back,” is the 
motto of the punitive expedition’s 
nero squadron. Censorship restrictions 
have placed an almost impenetrable 
hedge about the army aviators, but 
it may be said the squadron has lived 

up to its motto. 

Flights are not begun at sea level, 
where the propeller blades can grip 
the air, but at a height of 5200 to 
7000 feet, where the atmosphere is 
thin. The mountains, canons and sun- 
baked plains plus the altitude, com- 
bine to produce air currents and 
pockets that are a constant source 
of peril. 

In one case a pilot went through 
that nightmare of all aviators, a spi- 
ral nose dive. The machine was fly- 
ling at an altitude of 5000 feet, which 
is more than 10,000 above sea level, 
when it struck an air pocket. 
Clouds obscured the pilot's vision and 
he had no idea where he was. When 
he realized that manipulation of his 
controls produced no effect, he 
glanced at his compass. It was turned 
sideways, indicating that his plane 
was falling with its wings at right 
angles to the earth. Carefully he re- 
versed his controls, fearing that too 
quick a reverse would crumple the 
planes. Several times he did that. At 
inst he felt them take hold. Just then 
the clouds thinned and he saw the 
earth not more than 500 feet beneath 
him. He had fallen like a plummet at 
least 40U0 feet.

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LIQUOR DEALERS’ 
OFFICIAL REPLIES 
AA BUSLh 


Says Fewer Saloons Would o 
Most Effective System to Check 
Prohibition Movement. 


“If the saloon of today is so undesir- 
able that it is causing. the people to 
turn to prohibition, the brewers have 
made it so,’’ declared George O. Wip- 
pern, secretary of the Missouri Whole- 
sale Liquor Dealers’ Association, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today, in dis- 
cussing the proposals for counteracting 
the growth of prohibition sentiment, as 
outlined by August A. Busch in an inter- 
view in yesterday's Post-Dispatch. 

He asserted further that the one meas- 
ure which would prove really effective 
in checking the prohibition movement 
was one which the brewers have always 
fought and still oppose, so far as he 
knows. He said that was a law to limit 
the number of saloons in proportion to 
the population. 

The opposition of the brewers to such 
& limitation policy and their eagerness 
to eStablish the greatest possible num- 
ber of saloons that a community will 
tolerate has resulted in making the sa- 
loon objectionable, Wippern said, and 
then he went on to explain: 

“When an independent saloon owner 
or representative of one brewery gets a 
location in a community and begins to 
do a good business the other breweries 
Want to get in on the profits, so they 
finance the opening of a saloon ‘on one 
or more of the opposite corners, and 
then there are so many saloons in the 
neighborhood that none of the preprie- 
tors can make a living by doing a legiti- 
mate business. That is when they begin 
to violate the law by selling to minors 
and habitual drunkards and by evading 
closing hours. They are merely trying 
to make a living. 

Increases Brewer's Sales. 

“Of course, the brewer gets his rental 
and sells a little more beer, and in the 
past he has never troubled himself about 
the character of the place, just as long 
as he made his profit. The wild scram- 
ble of the brewers to sell all the beer 
they gould and make all! the money pos- 
sible is responsible for it.” 

One of Busch’s proposals is the estab- 
lishemnt of what he terms the German 
Saloon system, which permits onby beers, 
light wines and temperance drinks to 
be sold. In addition he urged strict 
enforcement of the law by State authori- 
ties, co-operation by the brewers to put 
out of business every saloonkeeper who 
does not obey the excise law, abolition 
of treating and elimination of bars in 
saloons. 

Wippern said it is well known that 
the breweries own or control a great 
many of the saloons and that if they 
wished to stop the sale of whiskies and 
other strong liquors in such saloons they 
had the power to do so. He did not 
think they were consistent in this plan, 
nor did he think it would do any good. 
In the first place, he said, German 
saloons as he knew them, and he had 
been to Germany twice in recent years, 
did not limit their sale to beers, light 
wines and temperance drinks. He said 
they sold a great deal of whiskies and 
strong liquors. And, in the second 
place, he did not think the saloon cus- 
tomers would support saloons which do 
not sell anything but such Nght drinks 
as Busch named. 

‘The Missouri Wholesale Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association,’’ Wippern said, ‘is in 
favor of laws and city ordinances which 
will limit the number of saloons. We 
think one saloon to about 500 popula- 
tion would be right. That rule applied 
in St. Louis would result in a reduction 
of the number of saloons from about 
"00 to 1500. Such a proposal was before 
the City Council several years ago and 
we worked for its enactment into an 
ordinance, but the brewers fought it 
and killed it. Such litigation would en- 
able every saloonkeeper to earn a living 
by conducting a legitimate business and 
maintain a decent place.” 

For Some of Busch Ideas. 
Wippern was asked what he thought ’ 
of the other methods suggested by 
Busch to combat prohibition. Agreeing 
that the liquor interests must take some 
teps to offset such advances of the 
‘drys’ as were revealed in the vote at 
the last election, in which six states 
went for prohibition and Missouri out- 
side of St. Louis voted “‘dry,”’ cutting 
the previous wet majority of the State | 
in half, he said he strongly favored 
some of the proposals. 

“Our association always has been in 
favor of enforcement of the law,"’ he, 
said. ‘““‘We would like to have it so that! 
any saloon keeper who has been found 
guilty of violating the excise laws as 
many as two or three times could be 
forever barred from again engaging in 
the saloon business. 

“Tl agree that treating is one of the 
greatest causes of evil in connection 
with the saloons, but I am afraid we 
cannot succeed in abolishing that prac- 
tice. It is the nature of Americans to 
treat. It often happens that a man who 
goes into a saloon to get one drink— 
which I think might do him good—meets 
a crowd of his friends and they treat 
all around, each man buying for all. 
The result is he goes out with four or 
five drinks, probably feeling a little 
groggy.” 

He said he could not see that the abo- 
lition of bars which would require all 
customers to be served at tables would 
make any difference one way or the 
other. 

“Tt is imy belief,”” he said in conclu- 
sion,” that if the breweries would co- 
operate with us in getting a limitation 
of the number of saloons by law the 
problem would be solved.”

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
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To Symphony Ticket Holders. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

No one who attended the first concert of the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra on Saturday eve- 
ing last failed to be impressed with the splendid 
progress made by this organization and the mu- 
Ssicianly manner in which Conductor Zach and his 
ensemble did their work. 

There was, however, one jarring note—a discord- 
ant theme, as it were—which few tnthe audience 
failed to overlook. I refer to the extraordinary 
number of vacant boxes. Most of these, accord- 
ing to reliable information, have been subscribed 
for by season patrons, yet there was a blankness 
about one-half of the parterre which made it, in 
truth, an aching void. 


It seems to at least one music lover that St. 


' Louisans have passed the stage where they go to 


musical events merely to be seen—the community, 
as a whole, has passed that point, I dare say. 
There are any numter of true music lovers (some 
of whom are financially quite modest) who would 
welcome an opportunity to attend the Symphony 
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BREWERY AND SALOON. 

August A. Busch, head of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association, is right in his assumption 
that the saloon as it has been operated in this 
country with its attendant evils is responsible for 
the swelling tide of prohibition sentiment. The 
saloon as a licensed promoter of intoxication and 
frequently a lawless promoter of debauchery and 
vice has aroused such resentment that great 
masses of the people are willing to go to any 
length to destroy it. In their resentment prin- 
ciple and Judgment have been thrown aside. 

He is right also in the theory that the brewing 
and wine making industries must divorce them- 
selves from the intoxication and vice industry. 
This is a belated reform. Whether a better course 
now will save the manufacture of beer and light 
wines and their sale under any conditions is 4 
qnestion—it {is on the lap of the future. It is 
worth while trying it as a matter of good business 
and good citizenship. 

The whole actual liquor business is on an ab- 
normal basis. It is a heritage of the past. States 
and communities have assessed costly licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating beverages—have promoted 
a business devoted solely to disposing of as much 
liquor as possible under conditions which made 
for drunkenness. The State went into partner- 
ship with saloons and encouraged, practically by 
high licenses, forced them to use every possible 
device to make the business profitable. When the 
inevitable evils arose the people revolted and are 
going to the extreme of abolishing everything 
connected with intoxicating liquors—not only its 
retailing over bars, but its manufacture, sale, 
gift and use under any conditions. 

The fanaticism of the movement is indicated by 
the intolerance of the advocates of prohibition 
who assume that every man who opposes their 
plan is a rum-soaked disciple of the devil. They 
assume that the anti-prohibitionist is a supporter 
of lawless dens and vice. They refuse to credit 
men who stand against them with either principle 
or judgment. 

The sincere anti-prohibitionist may be as much 
opposed to debauchery, lawlessness and vice as 
the prohibitionist. He thinks prohibition wrong 
both in principle and futile in practice. He 
foresees more lawlessness, drinking dens and de- 
bauchery, coupled with hypocrisy, under prohibi- 
tion than we have now. We cannot by lew erad- 
icate the taste for liquor and its effects, nor the 
inclination for debauchery out of men and wom- 
en. We merely drive it underground and make 
innocent as well as vicious appetite lawless. 
Whatever success prohibition may have achieved 
in certain localities under certain conditions its 
achievements are more or less temporary and re- 
quire an army of officers for its enforcement. In 
the end the law will break down and the last state 
of the people will be worse than the first. 

The people will solve this problem in their 
own way in time. They are working to an ex- 
treme now and whether the tide will run its full 
course with inevitable bitter experience or, as it 
has done in the past, will recede into a moderate 
and wise reform, remains to be seen. We hope 
the people will come to a wise conclusion in time. 
One thing is sure, past conditions are gone. The 
present type of saloon and the partnership be- 
tween the brewery or the distillery and the sa- 
loon are doomed. They ought never to have ex-

man of many estimable personal qualities was 
the immediate agent of the unparalleled calam- 
ity.

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THE KING’S HIGHWAY DISGRACE. 

How a& way may be blasted through the en- 
tanglements of legal barbed wire which have so 
long held up progress with the King’s highway 
improvement has been found, the city’s law of- 
ficers say. 

They suggest that the payment into court of 
$163,873 in awards will entitle the city to take 
possession of the strips of land condemned to 
give a width of 150 feet north of Easton avenue. 
After that we may proceed at once with the work 
of construction. This, without jeopardizing any 
municipal right, will leave the merits of the va- 
rious obstructive lawsuits over the improvement 
to be determined later, perhaps long after the 
city has been in the enjoyment of the completed 
thoroughfare. 

St. Louisans are interested in technical legal 
measures Only to the extent that they may facili- 
tate action. Practically every other town in the 
country is already provided with an adequate 
boulevard system, some of them elaborate sys- 
tems of large mileage. This town is alone in 
seeming to be unable to make provision for even 
a single boulevard thoroughfare of distinction 
and worthy extent. | 

The whole history of the King’s highway proj- 
ect is an example of how not to carry on a com- 
prehensive plan of public improvement. 
tions now are little different from what they 
have been for several years past. Why was not 
the idea of going ahead and letting the litigation 
take care of itself devised long ago? Why was 
nothing done? 

The community wants to see the work start. 
The existing status of the project is a disgrace— 
an illustration of the official incapacity, inertia, 
dawdling, hairsplitting, paltering in which 5t.

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Complete the boulevard without further hag- 
gling and exhibition of incompetency, ineptitude 
and inexeusable delay. '

“~ EMPEROR PRANCIS-JOSEPH. 

An American executive's official term is fixed at 
four years and stubborn and often successful op- 
position is offered when it is proposed, by ac- 
cording a second term, to permit him eight years 
to give force to his ideas. 

But for 68 years Francis Joseph wielded the 
tremendous political, social and moral power of 
the Austro-Hungarian Emperor. History wil!) de- 
mand an accounting for the use made of this 
great opportunity. The difficulties of his post- 
tion—the irreconcilable jealousie? of the many 
races he ruled, the effect on personal initiative of 
sinister family tragedies, the misfortunes of many 
wars, the handicap of intractible domestic con- 
ditions—may be admitted. But has there been, 
since 1848, four years in which America has not 
made greater progress toward the things worth 
while, the true requisites contributing to the wel- 
fare of the whole people, than Austria-Hungary 
has made in all these 68 years under the head 
of the most reactionary court in Europe? 

Consider the blood feud which, when & years 
of age, he decreed because of the assassination of 
a momber of his family. It became an interna- 
tional vendetta, unimaginable even to Corsica, an“ 
caused almost all the world to take up arms.

It is: true also that Congress cannot compe! in- 
dividuals to, work on railroads except by an ex- 
ercise of military power; but Congress can say 
under what circumstances organizations of rail- 
road employes may quit and under what circum- 
stances they may not quit. They have no natural 
right of organization except as society, acting 
through Government, permits it or assents to it. 
The privileges of organization can be restricted as 
the general welfare may demand. If it is necessary 
in the regulation of railroads engaged in inter- 
estate commerce to sweep away the whole fabric 
of state control, it should be swept away. There 
is no issue of state rights involved in the con- 
troversy, because the states have no rights so 
far as interstate commerce is concerned. They 
never had any rights. From the day the Consti- 
tution was adopted the interstate commerce clause 
meant just what it means now, and the/failure of 
Congress to exert its full authority conferred no 
additional authority upon the several states. 

What Mr. Bryan once happily described as “the 
twilight zone’’ between national and state author- 
ity does not exist in respect to interstate com- 
merce, except as Congress has allowed it to exist. 
here is no twilight zone that the legislative power 
of the National Government cannot obliterate 
whenever it chooses. 


That applies to the regulation of railroad rates, 
to the regulation of railroad traffic, to the regu- 
lation of railroad wuges, to the regulation of rail- 
road capitalization and to the attempts of the | 
states to usurp powers that are vested In the Fed- 
éral Government. alone. | 

Congress has proceeded slowly ard cautiously 
in the exercise of its authority over Interstate com- 
merce, and so far as railroad service is concerned 
the country is the worse off because of this delay 
and hesitation. 

The time has come for another long step for- 
ward in the exercise of these constitutional pow- 
ers. That step involves the emancipation of the 
railroads from state interference, the emancipa- 
tioa of investors from crooked financlering, the 
omancipation of the public from strikes and lock- 
outs and a general reorganization of railroad 
traffic under the direction of the Interstate Com-

An Embroidered Ceiling in 

NE of the most beautiful and 

elaborate pieces of embroidery 


Pekin. 
O ever exhibited in New York 


was the ceiling of the council chamber 
of the imperial palace at Pekin. This 
ceiling was formed of yellow silk of 
heavy-quality that much resembled faille 
in the weave; the back was of a greenish 
blue, woven in a small diamond pattern. 
The total measurements of it all were 21 
feet 6 inches long and 19 feet 6 inches 
wide. The design with which it was 
embellished was an imperial dragon in 
the center and four others, one in each 
corner; encircling these a groundwork 
was formed of cloud pattern and dis- 
persed were small bats-and other sym- 
bols. The cloud effect was worked out 
in blue and purple, and the bats in pink: 
the dragons were largely gold work, and 
a threefold line of gold surrounded each 
part of the design. 

The story of this ceiling and how it 
came to New York includes a small part 
of Chinese history and custom: It was 
in the imperial council chamber at Pe- 
kin that the envoys of the various na- 
tions met in 1902 to settle the Boxer dif- 
ficulties. At the close of the session a 
representative of the Emperor courte- 
ously informed them that the contents 
of the chamber were considered pro- 
faned by the presence of foreigners and 
that they were therefore at liberty to 
divide among themselves, the chamber’: 
furnishings. In this manner the celling 
fell to the share of the American en- 


voy.

needs. The usual first course of meat 
and vegetables contains nothing, ex- 
cept the meat, which cannot be given 
even to the youngest children. The 
vegetables, provided they are carefully 
prepared by simple methods, are espe- 
cially needed and can often be made at- 
tractive to children by being served with 
a little meat gravy. As a substitute for 
the meat itself, milk can be provided 
in the case of the younger children. 
These articles, with the bread and but- 
ter, provide most of the food needed. 

The dessert course is suitable for chil- 
dren as well as for grown people, unless 
{t consists of rich pastries or puddings. 
The latter are not considered wholesome 
for children, if for no other reason than 
that they are likely to lead to overeat- 
ing. Such desserts as fruit, fresh or 
ccoked, with cake; cereals with milk, 
or cream, and sugar; custards and cus- 
tard puddings; gelatin dishes; simple 
ice cream; water ices, and other simple 
desserts may be given. 

Whether or not the family meal is 
healthful for children depends not only 
on the food materials selected but also 
on the way in which they are cooked. 
Simple methods are to be preferred from 
the standpoint of health as well as from 
that of the housekeeper’s time. All 
dishes that are likely to contain over- 
heated and scorched fats, such as foods 
carelessiy fried in a pan in a small 
amount of fat, should be avoided. Deep- 
fat frying is open to fewer objections, 
since, if properly done, foods will ab- 
sorb little fat and the fat will not 
scorch. Veyetables cooked in water or 


in their own juices and seasoned with [| 


salt and a little butter or cream are 
easier to prepare than those that are 
served with white sauce, scalloped, or 
cooked In other elaborate ways. 

What is said above applies equally to 
all meals. There is, however, one spe- 
cial precaution that applies to the noon 
meal when it is hurried. This refers to 
tough, hard foods that are likely to es- 
cape proper mastication. It is a mis- 
take to think that the foods given to 
children must always be soft or finely 
divided, for children's teeth need ex- 
ercise quite as much as their muscles 
do. When time for eating is limited, 
however, it is well to omit foods that 
ere difficult to chew, and in extreme 
cases it may be necessary to serve only 
soft or finely divided foods—sandwiches 
made from crustless bread with finely 
chopped fillings, for example. Before 
resorting to this, however, it is well to 
make sure that the time for eating and 
for insistance on good table manners its 
not unnecessarily cut short. The ad- 
vantage of putting the meal on the.ta- 
ble promptly and of having foods served 
in individual portions, or at least ready 
to eat when they are brought to the 
table, should be kept in mind. To have

(COMPLETE CONFIDENCE 
THROUGHOUT GERMANY 
IN MILITARY POSITION 


Germany's military position, 


and in her military situation. 

The Germans believe their armies to 
Le invincible, and in that belief lies the 
national conviction that they will never 
be conquered. Their dream of an over- 
whelming triumph has been dissipated 
by the bitterly learned knowledge that 
the military factor ig not the only one 
amployed in the calculation of victory— 
there are economic ane spiritual battles 
to be won as wel! as those in the fields 
and on the water. Solely from the mili- 
tary standpoint the Teutons say they 
may claim victory now, and in proof of 
this they point to the record of their 
arms: their work, they add, ts a matter 
of actual accomplishment, while the 
allies base their claims on what they 
hope to do. 

Put since Germany has discovered that 
the fight is not one of limited rounds 
but to a finish, her people realize that 
no ‘decision on points’ is to be award- 
ed, so they face the situation without 
delusions. They realize that their first 
great project—to seize Paris and crush 
France—has failed, and with the failure 
they have passed from offensive war- 
fare to a fight for existence. Germany 
is forgetting the bitterness of this dis- 
appointment, the more readily in the 
faith she has that her armies, unable to 
achieve the task of wiping out the allies, 
are nevertheless able to prevent the 
allies from destroying her. 

Why she is so supremely confident; 
what grounds she has for her assurance; 
what significance she attaches to the rise 
and fall of the tides of war; what her 
preparations for its continuance are; 
what her actual condition is; how she is 
paying the toll—these are the questions 
to which I asked answers in my visit 
tu the empire from which I have just re. 
turned. 


Military Situation Analyzed. 
The military situation, as such, is 


pretty well understood throughout the 
world, through the official reports of 
the belligerents, which are generally fair 
and accurate. The technicalities of 
strategy and tactics are expounded 
caily—and differingly—by the experts, 
but the underlying meanings of the 


|rmeves and counter-moves—the effect 


upon the countries engaged—the inter- 
pretation in terms of easy comprehen- 
sion—these do not appear in the com- 
muniques. As I visualized the situation 
in Germany, and as I heard the claims 
rade to me by German leaders—notably 
Lieutenant-General Baron von Freytag- 
Loringhoven, formerly chief of staff to 
von Falkenhayn, now chief of the sup- 
plemental great general taff, a re- 
nowned strategist and military writer, 
and by other Generals actually in the 
field—the confidence in the Fatherland 
is great— : 
Because of the great amount of terri- 
tery. Germany and her allies hold in 
Belgium, France, Russia, Servia, Monte- 
negra and Rumania. 

Because of the great number of pris- 
eners she holds. 

Recause of the better organization of 
her forces and the bravery of her sol- 
diers and the‘ability of her leaders. 
Because of the victories she has won 
and is winning. 

Because of the lesser number of cas- 
ualties she sustains compared to her 
enemies. 

Because of her greater success in the 
‘eservice of her wounded. 
Recause all the © battles 
fought on enemy soil. 
Because her reserves are sufficient 
to enable a war of attrition to be fought 
for years to come. 

Because of the spirit of nationalism 
that animates her people—soldiers and 
civilians alike. 


Hard to Get Statistics. 

There are other grounds assigned, but 
these, like the majority of interviews 
given for neutral consumption, lapse 
into generalities and vague predictions. 
What the Post-Dispatch wanted to get 
hold of were some of the vital statistics, 
so that its readers could learn not 
WHAT the German leaders think, but 
WHY they think as they do. 


are being 


hard enough, but to get through the 
wall of secrecy that ig built around 
every phase of military life (excepting 
visits to the front, which are now mado 
by correspondents freely and with few 
restrictions upon what they may see) Is 
much harder. It took four weeks to get 
certain of my questions answered, and 
to others I could get no answers. Ordi- 
nary precaution coupled with spy fear, 
that is still strong in the empire, made 
for suspicion each time I sought replies 
to even harmless queries. 

Through the co-operation of Col. von 
Haften, formerly persona) aid to Hin- 
denburg, now official representative of 
the great general staff at the Foreign 
Office, I succeeded in getting from the 
“Kriegsministerium’. (War Ministry) 
certain information, the most important 
being the claim that— 

Germany counts on calling to the col- 
ors each year a minimum of 580,000 men 
reaching the military age—19 years. 

The assertion is made that this is suf- 
fictent to repair her wastage, but this 
claim is manifestly unsound. Her per- 
manent losses through death, serious 
wounds and capture are estimated to 
have reached a minimum of more than 
1,600,000 men. The difference between 
these two figures represents the annual 
decline in German man power, although 
the officiais say that by counting the 
lists of the “Zurteckgestelite’ (those 
not compelled to serve when their serv- 
ice age arrives) the figure of deprecia- 
tion is reduced.

From figures derived from various 
sources and carefully checked off, it 
was found that the Germans have re- 
duced their ratio of casualties in every

It will be observed that 43 per cent cf 
all men are wounded, and that of these 
37 per cent are able to fight again, or 
86 per cent of the total wounded.

territories Germany has lost, with the 
exception ef portions ef German Hast 
Africa; large portions of Turkey held 
by Russia and England, and a small 
part of Austria held by the Italians. 

To learn what conclusions the general 
staff drew from the existing situation 
I called on Gen. von Freytag-Loringhov- 
en at the general staff building, where 
the great Moltke so long presided. He 
received me in @ room the distinguish- 
ing features of which were mape, not 
only showing the disposition of the Ger- 
man forces, but immense wall-sized ones 
on which were diagramed the present 
lecations of the allies, showing their 
number, their commanders (designated 
by name and location of headquarters), 
with their relative ranks indicated by 
the little parti-colored flags the Ger- 
maris use for this purpose. I had just 
returned from the-Somme, and as I saw 
how each of the French and British 
lines was clearly marked, I expressed 
my surprise. 

The General smiled. ‘‘Yes, our in- 
telligence department is pretty thor- 
ough,” he said, ‘‘but it is no better on 
the Somme than our enemy’s is, for in 
France, where we stand on occupied soil, 
almost every civilian is an aid to the 
allies. 

“But in spite of that, in spite of all 
the French and English can do at the 
Somme,’’ he went on, ‘‘they will never 
break through. There is no doubt but 
that the primary objective of the Somme 
offensive was to break through. They 
timed the movement well and took us aty 
a place and time when we were weakest, 
but the worst has past and they have 
failed to gain their goal. Now ft is im- 
possible, for we have so strengthened 
our positions with new trenches, re- 
serves and guns that the operation has 
lost its significance beyond pounding 
away, which we can stand eat the price 
they are paying. 


Expect to Lose Few More Places. 
“It is to be expected that we may lose 


a few more villages. The losses will be 
such as we can afford, since they will 
be of use in straightening our lines. But 
no place will be given up without mak- 
ing the allies pay a high cost, as at this 
post. 

“The offensive began on June 23. From 
that time to this (the end of September) 
the French and English have gained 
about 3 per cent of the French ground 
we hold. At that rate it would take 
about elght years to drive us out of 
France, and with the new positions we 
have prepared, that ratio will not hold. 
And in Belgium we are untouched. 

“The Germans are holding about 170) 
miles of front alone. With our allies we 
are guarding something like 2900 miles, 
exclusive of sea coasts. We are equal 
to the task, and new difficulties only 
hearten us the more for our work. 
Rumania is not to be taken seriously. 
(This was said just after Mackensen had 
begun his successful Dobrudja cam- 
naign.) Soon we shall have our men 
operating in. that section free for other 
work. 

“The great promised Salonica offen- 
sive—where is it? YI hear more talk of 
Sarrail being pushed into the sea than 
of pushing us back into our own bor- 
ders.”’ 

I asked the General! for his impres- 
sions of the French and British soldiers. 
He answered: 

‘The French are tetter soldiers. They 
are better schooled and drilled. They 
have been at it longer and they are 
enormously brave and sacrificing. But 
the Brifish are proving their worth, too. 
They are all of them warlike and like to 
fight, but they don’t know how as yet. 
You can’t make a soldier in a few weeks 
or months. It takes time and patience. 


Praises French Artillery. 
. “The French artillery {s exceptional]. 


The F'rench artillery officers have al- 
ways been of high repute. They are 
teaching much to the English and the 
Russians and these forces are showing 
a correspending betterment. 

“Because of their greater experiente I! 
should say the French are better offi- 
cered than the Erglish. The Russian of- 
ficers are a poor lot. There is no sym- 
pathy between them and their men. The 
men aro bravé enough, but are sheep. 
like in their lack of intelligence. 

“We can hold out as long as the al- 
lies can, now that we have dug our- 
selves in on the west front. We were 
forced to this course by being so heav- 
ily outnumbered and outgunned because 
of our enormously éXtended fronts. Bear 
in mind that when we marched in to 
France the French and English duz 
themselves in, but we unearthed them 
and drove them back. They cannot do 
the same with us. The situation is 
just this: 

“On the west we have not the strength 
at this time to advance, but the allies 
have not the strength to break 
through. It is an impasse for them 
and will continue so. They cannot and 
shall not pass. On the other hand, a 
decisive action elsewhere may have a 
big effect in our favor on the west. We 
have much to hope for {f circumstances 
favor us."’ 

His excelleney would not make clearer 
(this rather eryptis utterance, which 
might have referred to the Rumanian 
campaign or to the possibility of a Rus- 
sian peace, with the consequent free- 
ing of great numbers of Germans from 
duty in the east. “ 

“It is teo early to draw any milftary 
lessons from the way the war has been 
fought. Of course, cavalry, as such, 
is not very effective on the west, ex- 
vept for escorts, but elsewhere it is stil! 
serviceable. Machine guns and heavy 
artillery havé proved the most effec- 
tive factors in the west, but in the 
eastern campaigns the infantry and cav- 
alry are still highly useful.” 

Weuld Welceme Open Warfare. - 

Von Freytag concluded with the sen- 
timent that every German Genera! utl- 
ters: “Tt is too bad that circumstances 
have forced this stellungskrieg (trench 
war). In the open, with opportunity to 
use strategy and tactics, we could soon 
bring an end to the war.” 

The same opinion was expressed by 
Gen. von Kirchbach, commanding one 
of the armies of Field Marshal Crown 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, at the 
Somme. He had lost Ginchy the day 
I saw him at the front, but he too was 
certain that ‘‘the allies will never come 
through."’ 

The most interesting of the Generais 
at the Somme was Von Wenninger, 
commanding the First Division of the 
Guards, who held Thiepyal in the faco 
of continuoumattacks for so long a time. 
He told me that for 12 days previous to 
the loss of the village he had had no 
communication with his men in the first 
line trenches, which has lost all sem- 
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burrowed and hid from artillery fire, 
popping up to repel attacks. No one 
knows what the men lived on while 
they were, cut off, except for the field 
mice and rats that they caught and 
ate. 

With a party of correspondents and 
neutral army observers I stood in the 
General's field headquarters and 
watched the big guns drop shells all 
around the famous ‘“‘windmill of Po- 
zieres’’ on a high ridge which had been 
taken by the British and was being 
used by their artillery observers, who 
gamely held on, although the position 
Was anything but comfortable. 

Seldom Bomb Headquarters. 

While we watched the bombardment a 
squadron of English flyers passed ovet- 
head. I ducked and made for the bomb- 
proof. “Don’t worry,” said the General, 
“the flyers rarefy bomb us. Our avi- 
ators generally leave their Generals’ 
headquarters alone and they usually do 
the same by us. It is a sort of under- 
stood courtesy.”’ 
The Somme represents war raised to 
the nth power. At different times one 
can see and, hear every phase of mili- 
tary activity—drumfire, light field pieces, 
machine guns, hand grenades, mine 
throwers, infantry attacks, mine explo- 
sions, liquid fire, gas, observation bal- 
loons, anti-aircraft cannon, while aero- 
plane observation and fights are s0 
common that they fail to stir up any 
excitement even among visitors. I count- 
ed as many as 60 machines aloft in a 
half hour a few weeks ago. The large 
majority of them were French and En- 
glish, for the German machines are 
heavily outnumbered these days, so 
much so that their value as observers 
is sharply curtailed. 

Talking of the offensive, 

ninger said: 
“The English have not won enough 
ground from us to bury their dead in 
sirgle graves—and they won’t. The En- 
glish losses are ‘terrific, but their sol- 
diers fight well. The mortality of offi- 
cers is very heavy among the English— 
we can tell that apart from the casualty 
lists by the few officers who are taken 
prisoners in “comparison to the number 
of men we take.”’ 

Then Von Wenninger said what every 
military man in Germany thinks: “The 
big surprise of the war is Britain’s ac- 
ceptance of conscription. It’s the very 
thing we thought she was opposed to. 
We did not believe she would ever take 
it up, but she has, although it ts in- 
consistent with her expressed prin- 
ciples.”’ 

Conscripted Men Not Best Soldiers. 

The General gave it as his opinion that 
the first draft of the conscripts were 
not nearly as good as the men in Kitch- 
ener’s army. One of his divisions—the 
Third Bavarian—he told me, had been 
opposing the Fifteenth English Division 
for 11 months. Bach time one division 
moved it would find itself facing the 
same opponents, who had moved too. 

At the Somme the Germans have taken 
a leaf from the English book and em- 
placed many of their big naval cannon. 
We were permitted to see two of the 
great 42-centimeter howitzers oppasite 
Pozieres. They had just been brought 
up to the line. The 2l-centimeters were 
common.

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less than one mile. This is true on both 
sides. 

In one day the Third Division, stand- 
ing oppdsite the Courcelotte-Martinpuich 
line, shot away 160 heavy truckloads of 
ammunition.

Only the exceptionally fine roads per- 
mit a battle of the nature of that being 
fought on the Somme., In the East, the 
experts agreed, the outcome would have 
to depend upon infantry attacks, since 
the roads are so bad as to preelude sup- 
plies sufficient to permit any long con- 
tinued engagements. 

The Germans have pushed the railroad 
construction right up to the firing lines 
to facilitate replenishment of supplies.

Louis by a Committee Kepresenting the Board of Directors of the United Railways Company 


St. Louis, November 22, 1916. 


To the Honorable Mayor, the Board of Estimate, and the Public Utilities 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen. 


Gentlemen: 


There are certain controversies between the City of St. Louis and the 
United Railways Company which have been pending for some years. We be- 
lieve that a settlement of the differences would be advantageous to both par- 
ties. The United Railways Company dislikes to be put in the attitude of being 
at war with the City, and realizes that it is dependent upon the good will and 
patronage of the public for its success. On the other hand, we believe that the 
citizens understand the necessity of an adequate transportation system for the 
growth of the City. . 

We come to you as business men, having the best interests of the City of 
St. Louis at heart, with a request that you lay aside past differences and enter 
into a conference with us for the purpose of reaching some settlement of these 
controversies. 

We are not coming to you with a legal argument; we are not pleading for 
this settlement as a matter of legal rights, but we are pleading for it as a mat- 
ter of good business policy, both for the City of St. Louis and for the United 
Railways Company. There is nothing technical in the arguments which will 
be submitted and there is nothing at issue which may not be passed upon by 
business men without the aid of technical experts. 


UNITED RAILWAYS COMPANY A FACTOR IN CITY 


The United Railways Company is a most important factor in the life of 
the City. It daily transports more than a million passengers. It expends 
every year in this City more than one million five hundred thousa&d dollars 
in the purchase of supplies. It is probably the largest employer of labor in 
this City, the pay roll for 1915 having been $4,096,293.60, or 35% of its gross 
receipts. No other business enterprise makes such immediate return of so 
great a percentage of its receipts directly to the merchants and the citizens. 

~ The United Railways Company has in the City of St. Louis about six 
thousand employes and four thousand holders of securities. These men, with 
their dependents, represent a considerable.proportion of the population of the 
City of St. Louis, and they are all good citizens. They are vitally interested in 
these controversies and their earnest desire that an adjustment be effected 
should not be ignored. 
STATEMENT OF CONTROVERSIES 

The differences existing between the United Railways Company and the 
City of St. Louis are two in number. 

FIRST: The Mill Tax matter. The City is attempting to collect a two 
per cent tax on each cash passenger originating in the city limits in addition 
to all other taxes now paid. Judgment was obtained and affirmed by the 
Missouri Supreme Court and the United States Supreme Court for the taxes 
up to 1910, amounting, with interest, to $1,839,205.42. This sum was paid 
the City on June 16, 1916. The Oity has brought suit for the accrued taxes 
since 1910, amounting, with interest, to date to about $1,500,000.00. The an- 
nual tax on present earnings is about $240,000.00. 

SECOND: The Duration of the Franchises. The City contends that the 
franchises expire as specified in the original ordinances. The Company con- 
tends that all of these franchises were extended to 1939 by the St. Louis 
Transit franchise and to 1948 by the Central Traction franchise. The Rail- 
ways Company has won its contention in the Circuit Court and the matter is 
now pending on appeal in the Missouri Supreme Court. 

It is our earnest desire to reach a settlement with the City by which both 
of these differences may be adjusted in a manner fair and equitable to both 
parties. . 

he STATEMENT OF PRESENT TAXES 
Railways Company is already the largest single payer of 
taxes in the State of Missouri. During the year 1915 the Company paid the

The total taxes paid for the year 1915 (not ineluding the Mill Tax) was 
$763,648.90, which amounts to 6.54% of the gross income of the Company for 
that year. On June 16, 1916, the Company paid accrued Mill Taxes amounting 
to $1,839,205.42, which paid the Mill Tax up to 1910. Since that time the 
accrued Mill Tax, with interest to date, amounts to about $1,500,000.00. The 
annual Mill. Tax on earnings for the year 1915 amounted to $221,039.86. If 
this sum were added to the taxes paid, the per cent of the revenue paid in taxes 
for the year 1915 would have been 8.44%. 

In addition to the payment of the taxes as above stated, the Company 
also paves and maintains the space between its rails and one foot outside, the 
cost of which is about $250,000.00 a year. This sum is really an annual tax of 
about 2%, because the paving is for the benefit of the other users of the streets, 
the Railways Company using no part of the paving for the passage of its cars. 
Adding this tax to that given above, the Railways Company paid in 1915 in 
taxes, mill tax and paving, about 10.44% of its gross receipts. 


TAXES—COMPARISON WITH OTHER CITIES 
It is interesting to compare the percentage of taxes paid by the United 
Railways Company of St. Louis with that paid by other street railway com- 
panies in cities 9f a similar size in this vicinity.

The consolidation of the street railways was effected in St. Louis in 
1899 and 1900. The Mill Tax Ordinance was passed in 1903. Since that time.

PROPERTY HAS BEEN MAINTAINED 
In spite of these alarming increases in cost of labor and supplies, and in 

spite of the discouraging condition of the Company’s finances, the property 
has been maintained in excellent condition and constant improvements have 
been made. 
: Since July 1, 1910, when dividends on the preferred stock were dis- 
continued, to June 30, 1916, the following sums were expended upon the 
property :

OE sass a0 5 vn'v WEED is = vs ces $16,812,246.40 
Which sum ‘is 22.985% of the gross receipts 
during that period. 

During that time there has also been expended $2,263,000.00 in retirng 
maturing bonds, making a total expenditure of $19,075,246.40, or 26.079% of 
the gross receipts. None of this represented new capital, but all was paid out 
of the earnings of the property. 

The physical property of the Company is in excellent condition, which fact 
was attested by the Chief Engineer of the Missouri Public Service Commission 
in his exhaustive examination of the property during the summer of 1913. 


SERVICE HAS BEEN MAINTAINED ° 


It is a well-known fact, often cited by travelers, that the equipment and 
service of the United Railways Company compares favorably with that in any 
large city in this country. The newspapers of this city have often commended 
the Company for its capacity to meet unusual conditions and for its ability to 
handle large crowds satisfactorily. 

After a most exhaustive investigation, the Chief Engineer of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission reports to the Commission in its inquiry into the 
service of the Company in 1913-14: ‘‘The service furnished by the Company 
at the time of the check was found to be excellent.’’ 

At the present time we are operating under a service standard established 
by the Missouri Public Service Commission in 1914, which specifies the average 
number of seats to be furnished per one hundred passengers at each hour during 
the day. This standard is the most drastic which has been established by any 
regulating body in any large city in this coutnry, but ever since its imposition 
we have adhered strictly to its provisions. It has always been our endeavor to 
give the best practicable service, and we desire to continue this policy. 


RATE OF FARE 
While the cost of labor and all material and supplies has been inereasing, 
while more severe standards of service have been imposed on the Company, 
and while the growth of the city and the increasing use made of the generous 
free transfer system have greatly increased the average length of ride, the rate 
of fare has remained the same—five cents. The purchasing power of this fare 
is cOnstantly decreasing. 


STREET RAILWAY BUSINESS NOT A BONANZA 

At the time the Mill Tax Ordinance was passed in 1903, the electric street 
railway business was comparatively new and was considered one which prom- 
ised great future returns. This early promise has not been borne out by the 
results of operation. The fixed fare, the increasing length of haul, the free 
transfers, the increasing cost of supplies and labor, and the higher standards 
of equipment and service now required, have become such burdens that the 
electric railway business has not proven to be particularly profitable, and is 
not one which attracts capital under present conditions. 

The Company has made every endeavor to better its organization, im- 
prove its methods and increase its efficiency, but the increased costs and the 
additional burdens have made it impossible to secure the advantages which 
should have resulted from these efforts. 

These are conditions which could not have been foretold in 1903, but we 
think that they are conditions which should be taken into account at: the 
present time in considering this settlement. 


_._ MODERN VIEW REGARDING TAXES 
The attitude of economists and statesmen in the matter of taxation of pub- 


lic utilities has changed since the Mill Tax Ordinance was passed in 1903. 


While at that time it might have been considered a good policy for a munici- 
pality to exact from its public utilities all possible in the way of taxation, it 
is now esteemed a wiser policy to demand service instead of taxes. 

The municipality cannot require excessive taxes and have good service. 
A public utility which is ground down under excessive taxes has not the re- 
ne to furnish the service which is idlnanded at the present time by the 
publie. 

If the City had it to do over again in the light of the experience of thirteen 
years and the better knowledge at present prevailing regarding public utilities, 
we do not believe that the Mill Tax Ordinance in its present form would be 
passed, : 
DURATION OF FRANCHISES 

The consolidation of the street railways in this City was effected by means 
of the St. Louis Transit and the Central Traction ordinances, which ex- 


tended the franchises of all roads acquired under these ordinances to 1939. 


and 1948, respectively. Without this extension of franchise, it would have been 
impossible to procure the capital necessary for the consolidation. We assume 
that no one questions the great value of the street railway consolidation to the 
public. 

In 1911 the Jefferson Avenue franchise expired and the City, by legal 
proceedings, attacked the rights of the United Railways Company to continue 
operation on Jefferson Avenue. These proceedings really amounted to an at- 
tack upon all the underlying franchises of the Company. 

This controversy has been won by the United Railways Company in the 
Circuit Court, and is now pending én the Missouri Supreme Court on the appeal 
of the City. It may remain in the Supreme Court several years without final 
adjudication. In the meantime, pending such final ruling, the finances of the 
Company must remain in a chaotie condition. 

While we have every reason to believe that we have right on our side in 
this contention, the mere fact that the City has questioned the franchises is 
enough to cast guspicion on the property in the minds of investors. With the 
slightest cloud yams the franchises, it is inipossible to attract capttal. Capital 
is an absolute necessity, and if the United Railways Company is to perform its 
proper function in serving the City it is necessary that this cloud be lifted. 


NECESSITY OF NEW CAPITAL 

A street railway in a growing community cannot stand still. A private 
investor may increase his plant as he chooses, dependent upon the return upon 
his capital which he expects, but a street railway company must be prepared to 
furnish additional facilities as needed, whether or not such additional facili- 
ties promise to be profitable. In this matter the United Railways Company 
is largely subject to the orders of the Publie Service Commission. If St. Louis 
grows, as we confidently expect, new capital will be necessary from time to 
time for extensions of service, new equipment and betterments to keep pace 
with the progress of the art. Capital cannot be coerced. It must be attracted, 
and it will be impossible for the JJnited Railways Company to get sach new 
capital unless the cloud is removed from the franchises, and unless the burdens 
of the Company are sufficiently eased so that investors may expect a return 
upon the capital eommensurate with the risks of the business.

In the statement of maturing bonds it will be noted that $9,748,000 of underlying bonds 
mature previous to 1924. These bonds represent first mortgages upon the constituent roads 
which have been consolidated to form the United Railways Company. 

If the differences with the City are permanently and satisfactorily adjusted before the 
maturing of these bonds, arrangements to take care of them as they mature may readily be 
made, but unless such an adjustment is made, the Company will be financially embarrassed. 
The bondholders may demand the sale of the roads upon which their bonds are a first 
mortgage, and this might prove the beginning of the dismemberment of the consolidated 


system. : 


POSSIBILITY OF RECEIVERSHIP. 


If the United Railways Company is not prepared to re-finance its underlying bonds as 
they become due, a receivership for the property is imminent. Such a receivership might 
last years, and no one can foretell its outcome. It might result in a reorganization of the 
consolidated system, or it might result in a dismemberment. Whatever the outcome, the pe- 
riod of receivership would be a period of stagnation for the street railway, and this stgg- 
nation would be reflected in the progress of the City. 

A receiver acting under orders of the Court would be to some extent independent of 
Municipal and State regulations, and would be more interested in the preservation and con- 
servation of the property than in the bettermént of the service. It is entirely possible that 
with the sanction of the Court, he might decline to a with burdens which he deemed 
too heavy for the road to bear. It is entirely possible that he might be disposed to curtail 
the present transfer system, which is the most generous one in any. city in this country. 
Such a receivership might lead to the breaking up of the consolidated system into separate 
parts. If these separate parts were operated independently, it is possible that the transfer 
system would be curtailed, if not abolished. Any curtailment of the transfer system would 
be a calamity to the city. Men have bought homes distant from their places of employment, 
depending upon this system for a single fare. Many business enterprises would be adverse- 
ly affected and much of the real estate in the outlying districts of the City would become 
practically valueless if the present transfer system were abolished, or even if it were 
seriously curtailed. 

This is a situation which we co not like to contemplate, but it is a plain statement 
of the conditions into which we may drift if present conditions are not remedied. 


VALUE OF TRANSFER SYSTEM 


Since the consolidation, the transfer passengers have increased in much greater propor- 
tion than the revenue passengers. | | 

Comparing the year 1915 with the year 1901, the total revenue passengers increased 
75%, the transfer passengers increased 171% and the total passengers 1007. 

The total number of passengers fixes the service t6 be given. That service must be 
paid for out of the revenue, and when the revenue increases only three-quarters as fast as 
the demand for service, it can readily be seen that we are facing a difficult problem. 

It is doubtful if the citizens of St. Louis have ever stopped to realize what the present 
transfer system means to them. During the year 1915 the United Railways Company car- 
ried 124,043,205 passengers on transfers, which means that during that year it carried over 
entire population of the City 155 times free of charge. In 1901 36.76% of the revenue 
passengers rode on transfers, while in 1915 53.29% rode on transfers. 

On account of tke increase in transfers, the average fare dropped from 3.48 cents ia 
1901 to 3.23 cents in 1915. If the 1901 rate of fare had been received in 1915, the re- 
ceipts of the United Railways Company would have been $892,036.49 greater. 

To indicate the increasing value of the transfer system to the public, especially since 
the present system was put into effect in 1913, the following figures are given, based on 
the average fare received each year during the past six years. These es give the 
additional receipts which the Company would have received each year if the 1901 rate of 
fare had prevailed, but really represent the annual value of the transfer system to the 
public each year as compared with its value at the time the consolidation was effected.

GOOD SERVICE IS WHAT IS DESIRED BY THE PUBLIC 

The annual amount of the Mill Tax is something which, to the Railways Company, may 
make the difference between its present good service and indifferent service.- This sum to 
the City is of no more importance than some of the annual appropriations made for esthet- 
ic reasons. The Mill Tax in the hands of the United Railways Company to improve the 
service, will be of vastly more value to the citizens than if it were paid into the City 
Treasury. 

A street railway in a large city is the most necessary public utility. The city may do 
without electric light or gas, but a large city could no more exist without adequate trans- 
portation than it could exist without a water supply, and for the best interests of its citi- 
zens, nothing should be allowed to stand in the way of a constant growth and improvement 
of the transportation system. . 

We believe that the public is more interested in the character of the service than in 
the amount of taxes exacted from the Company. After providing for opefating expenses, 
replacements, reasonable return on capital and losses on unprofitable lines, it is the amount 
of taxes demanded by the State and Municipality which largely determines the service 
which may be given. In the end, street car patrons pay the taxes and the cost of un- 
necessary burdens. If the authorities insist upon exacting excessive taxes, the otregt car 
patrons suffer in the quality of service. 

One of the greatest assets of the City is the advertisement which comes from a modern, 
well equipped and, well operated street railway, giving a service of which the citizens are 
proud. This is of vastly more value to the City than all the taxes which might be exacted 
from the street railway, if the exaction of these taxes interferes with the giving of good 
service. 


LET US WORK TOGETHER 
We believe it would be greatly to the advantage of the City to settle these contre 
versies. The fact that the City and its principal utility are at war over the imposition of an 
additional and burdensome tax has been advertised far and wide over the entire land. I¢ 


, has undoubtedly kept investors away from the City and has had something to do with the 


slowness of the City’s growth. Even if it has the power, it is questionable whether it 
would be a wise policy for the City to force its principal public utility to the wall. 

We realize that our interests are identical with those of the City. We do not wish te 
be forced into an antagonistic attitude, but on the contrary, we want-.to work with the 
City as its chief ally, and it is with this earnest desire that we submit the following prope- 
sition for the settlement of our differences: 


PROPOSITION 

The United Railways Company, in the settlement of all its differences with the City, 
will acknowledge its liability for the tax of one mill per passenger up to and including 
December 31, 1916. 

The City of St. Louis will accept payment of the accrued tax, including interest up to 
and including December 31, 1916, in a number of equal annual payments. The first pay- 
ment to be made December 31, 1916, and the remaining payments to be made annually on 
the 3lst day of December until the payments are completed. ~ 

The City of St. Louis will adjust the present mill tax to one which is equitable, taking 
into account present operating conditions, said adjustment to take effect January 1, 1917. 

The City of St. Louis will withdraw its attack on the validity of the underlying fran- 


chises and will confirm until April 12, 1948, the franchises of all the lines now operated 


by the United Railways Company of St. Louis. 

After a mutual agreement between the two Committees as to the period within which 
the accrued tax is to be paid, and as to the adjustment of the tax after January 1, 1917, 
the Committee representing the City will recommend to the Board of Aldermen the passage 
of the legislation necessary to accomplish these results. 

We consider this proposition fair and reasonable. 

We ask the City to withdraw its contention as to the expiration of our franchises be- 
cause this contention casts'»-cloud upon the franchises, and prevents the financing which is 
necessary for our continued existence and progress. It is becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to get capital to invest in street railway enterprises, and it would be greatly to the 
advantage of the City of St. Louis if capital would be attracted to this City. 

We propose to acknowledge our liability for a tax which we have heretofore fought as 
unjust and unreasonable. 

We are not asking to be relieved from the payment of one cent of the accrued taxes, 
but we do ask for time in which to make this payment. 

We ask relief from the payment of a portion of the future tax, because the payment ef 
the full tax will affect our service, and we consider the maintenance of this service our 
first duty to our patrons. Furthermore, the payment of the full tax is not justified in com- 
a our taxes with those paid in other cities.

COLD HANDICAPS US. 


ATHLETES IN SWEDEN 


Victorious Americans Performed 
With Temperature 17 Degrees. 
Below Freezing. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The five Amer- 
ican athletes who have just returned 
from a successful invasion of the Scan- 
dinavian countries, landed from the 


Swedish-American liner Stockholm, 
bringing with them a handsome gold 
and silver trophy, emblematic of their 
victory over the Swedish team in a 
series of games on Oct. 14, § and 1b, 
and also the news that Sweden will 
send a team of athletes to this coun- 
try next summer. 

All tive of the men who sailed late in 
October—Ted Meredith, Jo Loomis, Andy 
Ward, Fred Murray and Bob Simpson— 
came back, although it had been ex- 
pected that Meredith would leave the 
party and go to England. He would 
have done so had he been permitted to 
leave the Stockholm at Kirkwall, but 
the British authorities refused:to let him 
land on the ground that his passport 
was good only for the Scandanavian 
countries. 

All five were united in their praise 
of the hospitality of the Swedes and 
said that the athletes against whom they 
competed were of the highest quality.
